Eiveiy  master  or  commander  of  any  steam- vessel 
carrying  passengers  snail  keep  on  board  of  such  vessel  at  least  two 
copies  of  the  provisions  of  this  title  (Title  LII),  to  be  furnished 
to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce;  and  if  the  ma^r  or  com- 
mander neglects  or  refuses  to  do  so,  or  shall  unreasonably  refuse  to 
exhibit  a  copy  of  the  same  to  any  passenger  who  asks  for  it,  he 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  tw&ktj  cbUars."

Sna  4399.^  Every  vessel  subject  to  inspection  propelled  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  steam  or  by  any  owier  form  of  mechanical  or  electrical

countries  having  inspection  laws  approximating  those  of  the  United 
States,  and  have  unexpired  certificates  of  inspection  issued  by  the 
proper  authorities  in  the  respective  countries  to  which  they  belong, 
they  shall  be  subject  to  no  other  inspection  than  necessary  to  sat- 
isfy the  local  inspectors  l^t  the  condition  of  the  vessel,  her  boilers, 
and  life-saving  equipments  are  as  stated  in  the  current  certificate  of 
inspection ;  but  no  such  certificate  of  inspection  shall  be  accepted  as 
evidence  of  lawful  inspection  except  when  presented  by  steam  ves- 
sels of  other  countries  which  have  by  their  laws  accorded  to  the 
steam  vessels  of  the  United  States  visiting  such  countries  the  same 
privilege  accorded  herein  to  the  steam  vessels  of  such  countries  vis- 
iting the  United  States ;  it  being  further  provided  that  there  shall 
be  collected  and  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  the 
same  fees  for  the  inspection  of  foreign  passenger  steamers  carrying 
passengers  from  the  United  States  that  any  foreign  nation  shidl 
charge  the  merchant  vessels  of  the  United  States  trading  to  the 
ports  of  such  nationality;  it  being  further  provided  that  the  Secre- 
tary of  Commerce  shall  have  the  power  to  waive  at  any  time  the 
collection  of  such  fees  upon  due  notice  of  the  proper  authorities  of 
any  country  concerned  that  the  collection  of  fees  for  the  inspection 
of  American  steam  merchant  vessels  has  been  discontinued. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  may,  in  his 
discretion,  permit  any  foreign  passenger  steamer  coming  within  the 
provisions  of  this  act  whose  foreign  certificate  of  inspection  shall 
have  expired  at  sea  since  last  leaving  the  country  to  which  said 
vessel  belongs,  or  while  said  vessel  shall  have  been  in  a  port  of  the 
United  States,  to  sail  upon  her  regular  route  without  undergoing 
any  further  inspection  than  would  have  been  required  had  said  for- 
eign certificate  of  inspection  been  in  force :  Provided,  however,  That 
such  discretion  shall  be  exercised  only  with  respect  of  vessels  oper- 
ated upon  regularly  established  lines,  and  in  cases  where  such  for- 
eign passenger  steamers  wiU  be  regularly  inspected  by  the  authori- 
ties of  her  home  government  before  her  next  return  to  a  port  of  the 
United  States.  '  . 

Sec.  4401.^  All  coastwise  sea-going  vessels,  and  vessels  navigating 
the  great  lakes,  shall  be  subject  to  the  navigation  laws  of  the  United

Sec.  4402.'^ «  That  there  shall  be  a  supervising  inspector  general, 
who  shall  be  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  President,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  who  shall  be  selected 
with  reference  to  his  fitness  and  ability  to  systematize  and  carry 
into  effect  all  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  Steamboat-Inspec- 
tion Service,  and  who  shall  be  entitled  to  a  salary  of  $6,000  a  year 
and  his  actual  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  traveling  on  official 
business  assigned  him^  by  competent  authority,  together  with  his 
actual  and  reasonable  expenses  for  transportation  of  instruments, 
which  shall  be  certified  and  sworn  to  under  such  instructions  as  shall 
be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce. 

The  Secretary  of  C(MQim«%e  may  appoint  a  deputy  supervising 
inspector  general,  who  shall  be  the  chief  cl«rk  of  the  bureau  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  supervising  inspector  general  have  power  to  act 
in  his  stead,  and  who  shall  be  entitled  to  a  salary  of  $3,000  per  year. 

Sec.  4403.  The  supervising  inspector-general  shall,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  superintend  the  administration 
of  the  steamboat-inspection  laws,  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
board  of  supervising  inspectors,  receive  all  reports  of  inspectors, 
reedve  and  examine  all  accounts  of  inspectors,  report  fully  at  stated 
periods  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  upon  all  matters  pertaining  to 
his  oiRcial  duties,  and  produce  a  correct  and  uniform  administration 
of  the  inspection  laws,  rules,  and  regulations. 

Sec.  4404.°  There  shall  be  eleven  supervising  inspectors,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate.  Each  of  them  shall  be  selected  for  his  knowledge, 
skill,  and  practical  experience  in  the  uses  of  steam  for  navigation, 
and  sl»ll  be  a  competent  judge  of  the  character  and  qualities  of  steam 
vessels  and  of  all  parts  of  the  machinery  employed  in  steaming. 
Each  supervising  inspector  shaU  be  entitled  to  a  salary  of  $3,450  a 
year  and  his  actual  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  traveling  on 
official  business  assigned  him  by  competent  authority,  together  Avith 
his  actual  and  reasonable  expenses  for  transportation  of  instruments, 
which  shall  be  certified  and  sworn  to  under  such  instructions  as  shall 
be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce. 

In  the  case  of  the  absence  of  any  supervising  inspector  of  steam- 
boats from  his  offidal  station  -the  Secretary  of  Coinmerce  may  desig- 
nate some  oMcer  of  the  Steambcwit-Inspection  Service  to  perform  the 
duties  of  such  officer  during  his  absence.^

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Sec.  4405/  The  supervising  inspectors  and  the  Superv  ising  Inspec- 
tor-General shall  assemble  as  a  board  once  in  each  year  at  the  city  of 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  Janu- 
ary, and  at  such  ot^r  times  as  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  shall  pre^ 
SQFibe,  for  joint  consultation,  and  sdiall  assign  to  each  of  the  supers 
vising  inspectors  the  limits  of  territorr  within  wMdbi  he  shall  perform 
his  duties.  The  board  shall  ^stoblisn  all  necessary  regulalaons  re- 
quired to  carry  out  in  the  most  eiffective  manner  the  provisions  of  this 
title  and  also  regulations,  prohibiting  useless  and  unnecessary  whis- 
tling, and  such  regulations,  when  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Com- 
merce, shall  have  the  force  of  law.

shall  prescribe:  Ptomdm^  That  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  may  «t 
any  time  call  in  session,  after  reasonable  public  notice,  a  meeting  of 
an  executive  committee,  to  be  composed  of  the  Supervising  Inspector- 
General  and  any  two  supervising  inspectors,  which  committee,  with 
the  approval  of  the  said  Secretary,  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend, 
add  to,  or  repeal  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  made,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  by  tiiie  board  of  supervising 
inspectors,  either  by  virtue  of  this  section  or  under  ai^  power  gruxtod 
by  this  title,  or  any  amendments  tl^reof ,  such  alteration,  Mnendment, 
addition,  or  repeal,  when  approved  by  the  said  Secretary,  to  have 
the  force  of  law  and  to  continue  in  effect  until  thirty  days  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  oi  supervising 
inspectors.  The  foregoing  powers  of  such  executive  committee,  act- 
ing with  the  said  Secretary,  shall  also  extend  to  the  approval  of  the 
instruments,  machines,  and  equipments  ref^red  to  in  section  forty- 
four  hundred  and  nineiy^e  of  this  title. 

Sna  4406.  £ach  supervising  inspector  shall  wateh  ow  all  parts  of 
the  t^ritor^  assigned  to  him,  shall  visit,  confer  with,  and  exunine 
into  the  domgs  or  the  local  boards  of  inspectors  within  his  district, 
and  shall  instruct  them  in  the  proper  performance  of  their  duties; 
and  shall,  whenever  he  thinks  it  expedient,  visit  any  vessels  licensed, 
and  examine  into  their  condition,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  the  provisions  of  this  Title  have  been  observed  and  complied 
with,  both  by  the  board  of  inspectors  and  the  master  and  owners. 
All  masters,  engineers,  mates,  and  pilots  of  such  vessels  shall  answer 
all  reasooable  inquiries,  and  shall  give^  all  the  information  in  their 
power  in  r^ard  to  any  such  vessel  so  visited,  and  her  machinery  for 
steaming,  and  the  manner  of  managing  both. 

Sec.  4407.  Wlienever  a  supervising  inspector  ascertains  to  his  sat- 
isfaction that  any  master,  mate,  engineer,  pilot,  or  owner  of  any 
steam  vessel  fails  to  perform  his  duties  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Title,  he  shall  report  the  facts  in  writing  to  the  board  of  local 
inspectors  in  the  district  wh^e  the  vessel  was  inspected  or  belongs; 
and,  if  need  be,  he  shall  caasse  the  negligent  or  offending  party  to  be 
prosecuted;,  and  if  the  supervising  inspector  has  good  reason  to 
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believe  there  has  been,  through  negligence  or  any  other  cause,  a 
failure  of  the  board  which  inspected  the  vessel  to  do  its  duty,  he 
shall  report  the  facts  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce;  who 
shall  cause  immediate  investigation  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint, 
and,  if  he  deems  tlie  cause  sidicieDt,  shaU  remove  any  officer  found 
delinquent. 

Sec.  4408.  The  snpervisins;  inq)ector8  shall  see  that  the  several 

boards  of  local  inspectors  within  their  respective  districts  execute 

their  duties  faithfully,  promptly,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  uniformly  in 
all  places,  by  following  out  the  provisions  of  this  Title  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof ;  and  they  shall,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, harmonize  differegnoes  of  opiiuon  existing  in  diff^^  local 
boards. 

%Kk  4409.  The  supervising  in£|>ector  shall  visit  any  coUecbon- 
district  In  wfaidi  th«e  is  at  any  time  no  board  of  inspectors,  and 
within  which  steam-vessels  are  owned  or  employed,  fkush  sup^- 
vising  inspector  shall  have  full  power  in  any  such  district,  or  in  any 
district  where,  from  distance  or  other  cause,  it  is  inconvenient  to 
resort  to  the  local  board,  to  inspect  any  steam-vessel  and  the  boilers 
of  such  steamer,  and  to  grant  certificates  of  approval,  and  to  do  and 
perform  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  local  boards. 

Sbc.  4410.®  Each  supwrvising  inspector  shall  report,  in  writing,  at 
the  end  of  eadb  &ml  year  to  tiie  Supervising  In^edx>r  General  the 
general  buaness  transacted  in  his  diE^ct  dnrmg  toe  year,  embracing 
all  violations  of  the  laws  r^ulating  vessels,  «id  the  action  taken  in 
relation  to  the  same;  all  investigations  and  decisions  by  local  inspec- 
tors ;  and  all  cases  of  appeal  and  the  result  thereof.  The  board  shall 
examine  into  all  the  tacts  of  each  supervising  inspector  and  local 
bourd,  and  all  complaints  made  against  same,  in  relation  to  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  under  the  law,  and  the  judgment  of  the 
board  in  each  ease  shall  be  ent^d  upon  their  journal ;  and  the  board 
shall,  as  far  as  possible,  correct  mistakes  where  thev  exist. 

Sec.  4411.  The  board  of  supervising  inspectors  snail  establifi^  such 
regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  Imovm  in  a  proper  manner, 
to  local  inspectors,  the  names  of  all  persons  licensed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Title,  the  names  of  all  persons  from  whom  licenses  have 
been  withheld,  and  the  names  of  aU  whose  licenses  have  been  sus- 
pended or  revoked ;  also  the  names  of  all  steam-vessels  neglecting  or 
refusing  to  make  such  repairs  as  may  be  ordered  pursuant  to  law,  and 
the  names  of  all  that  have  been  remsed  certificates  of  inspection. 

Sbo.4412.^  The  board  of  supervising  inspectors  shaU  establisfa 
regulations  to  be  observed  by  all  steam-vessels  in  pasfflng  eadi  cther^ 
as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  for  safety ;  two  printed 
copies  of  such  regulations,  signed  by  them,  shall  be  furnished  to  each 
of  such  vessels,  and  shall  at  a&  times  be  kept  posted  up  in  conspicuous 
places  in  such  vessels.

4113**  Every  pilot,  engineer,  mate,  or  master  of  any  steam- 
vessel  who  neglects  or  willfully  refuses  to  observe  the  regulations 
established  in  pursuance  of  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  and  for  all  damages  sustained  by  any  passen- 
ger, in  his  person  or  baggage,  by  such  neglect  or  refusal.

dismissal  troni  the  service. 

Sec.  4449.^*  That  if  any  licensed  officer  shall,  to  the  hinderance  of 
commerce,  wrongfully  or  unreasonably  refuse  to  ])erforni  his  official 
duties  after  having  signed  articles  or  while  employed  on  any  vessel  aa

Whenever  there  shall  be  a  disagreement  between  the  local  mspec- 
tors  in  regard  to  any  matter  before  them  for  decision  they  shiUl 
report  the  case  to  the  supervising  inspector  of  the  district,  who  Ghall 
investigate  and  decide  the  same.  Any  supervising  inspector  may 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  upon  his  own  motion,  review  any  deci-

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vessel  safe,  the  inspectors  shall  at  once  notify  the  master,  in  writing, 
stating  in  the  notice  what  is  required ;  and  if  the  master  deems  the 
requirements  unreasonable  or  unnecessary,  he  may  apply  for  a  re- 
examination of  the  case  to  the  supervising  inspector,  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  section.  All  inspections  and  orders  £or  j^epairs 
shall  be  promptly  made  by  the  inspectors,  and,  when  it  can  be  safely

from  time  to  time  by  indorsemmt  on  such  certificate  by  local  inspec- 
tors by  reason  of  change  of  conditions  or  wnployment  Such  entry 
or  indorsement  shall  be  subject  to  a  right  of  appeal,  under  regulatuHis 
to  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  to  the  supervismg  inspec- 
tor and  from  him  to  the  Supervising  Inspector  General,  who  shall 
have  the  power  to  revise,  set  aside,  or  affirm  the  said  determination  of 
the  local  injectors. 

If  any  such  vessel  is  deprived  of  the  services  of  any  number  of  the 
crew  including  certificated  lifeboat  men,  separately  stated,  without 
the  consent,  fault,  or  coUuaon  of  the  master,  owner,  or  any  persMi 
interested  in  the  vessel,  the  vessel  may  proceed  on  her  voyage  if,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  master,  she  is  sufficiently  manned  for  such  voyage : 
Provided,  That  the  master  shall  ship,  if  obtainable,  a  number  equal  to 
the  number  of  those  whose  services  he  has  been  deprived  of  by  deser- 
tion or  casualty,  who  must  be  of  the  same  grade  or  of  a  higher  rating 
with  those  whose  places  they  fill.  If  the  master  shall  fail  to  explain 
in  writing  the  cause  of  such  deficiency  in  the  crew  including  certifi- 
cated lifeboat  men,  separately  stated,  to  the  local  inspectors  within 
twelve  hours  of  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  at  her  destina- 
tion, he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $60.  If  the  vessd  shall  not  be 
manned  as  provided  in  this  Act,  the  owner  shall  be  liable  to  a  penally 
of  $100,  or  in  case  of  an  insufficient  number  of  licensed  officers  to  a 
penalty  of  $500. 

That  the  board  of  local  inspectors  shall  make  an  entry  in 
the  certificate  of  inspection  of  every  ocean  and  coastwise  sea-going 
merchant  vessel  of  the  United  States  propelled  by  machinery,  and 
every  ocean-going  vessel  carrying  passengers,  the  mjnimnm  number 
of  licensed  deck  officers  required  for  her  safe  navigatiim  according;  to 
the  following  scale: 

That  no  such  vessel  shall  be  navigated  unless  shall  have  on 
board  and  in  her  service  one  duly  licensed  master. 

That  every  sncli  vessel  of  one  thousand  gross  tons  and  over,  pro- 
pelled by  machinery,  shall  have  in  her  service  and  on  board  three 
licensed  mates,  who  shall  stand  in  three  watches  while  such  vessel 
is  being  navigated,  unless  such  vessel  is  engaged  in  a  run  of  less 
than  four  hundired  miles  from  the  port  of  departure  to  the  port  of 
final  destination,  then  such  vessel  shall  have  two  licensed  mates;  and 
every  ^  essel  of  two  hundred  gross  tons  and  less  tiiftn  one  thousand 
gross  tons,  propelled  by  machinery,  shall  have  two  licensed  mates. 

That  every  such  vessel  of  one  hundred  gross  tons  and  under  two 
hundred  gross  tons,  propelled  by  machinery,  shall  have  on  board  and 
in  her  service  one  licensed  mate;  but  if  such  vessel  is  engaged  in  a 
trade  in  which  the  time  required  to  make  the  passage  from  the  port 
of  departure  to  the  port  of  destinajtion  exceeds  twenty-four  hours, 
then  such  vessdi  shall  hAve  two  licensed  mates. 

That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  iwevisnt 
local  inspectors  from  increasing  the  number  of  licensed  officers  on 
any  vessel  subject  to  the  inspection  laws  of  the  United  States,  if,  in 
their  judgment,  such  vessel  is  not  sufficiently  manned  for  her  safe 
navigation:  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  fishing 
or  whaling  vessels,  yachts,  or  motor  boats  as  defined  in  the  act  of 
June  ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  or  to  wrecking  vessels. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  master,  owner,  agenL 
or  other  person  having  authority,  to  permit  an  officer  of  any  vessel 
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to  take  charge  of  the  deck  watch  of  the  vessel  upon  leaving  or  im- 
mediately after  leaving  port,  unless  such  officer  shall  have  had  at  least 
fflx  houis  off  duty  within  the  twelve  hours  immediately  preoedmg  the 
time  of  sailing,  and  no  Uoensed  offiow  <m  any  ocean  or  coastwise  vessel 
shall  be  required  to  do  daisy  to  exceed  nine  hours  of  any  twenty-four 
while  in  port,  including  the  date  of  arrival,  or  more  than  twelve 
hours  of  any  twenty-four  at  sea,  except  in  a  case  of  emergency  when 
life  or  property  is  endangered.  Any  violation  of  this  section  shall 
subject  the  person  or  persons  guilty  thereof  to  a  penalty  of  $100. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  witia.  this  act  ai« 
hereby  repealed. 

Sbo.  4^4.*  The  boud  of  local  injectors  shaU  state  in  every  cer- 
tificate of  inspection  granted  to  ve^nls  carrying  passengers,  other 
than  ferryboats,  the  number  of  passengers  of  each  class  that  any  such 
vessel  has  acconmiodation  for  and  can  carry  with  prudence  and  safety. 
They  shall  report  their  action  to  the  supervising  inspector  of  the  dis- 
trict, who  may  at  any  time  order  the  number  of  such  passengers 
decreased,  giving  his  reasons  therefor  in  writing,  and  thereupon  the 
board  of  local  inspectors  shall  change  the  certificate  of  inspection  of 
such  vessel  to  conform  with  the  deckion  of  the  supervising  in[q)ector. 
Whenever  the  fUlowanoe  of  passengers  shall  be  increased  by  any  board 
of  local  inspectors  such  increase  shall  be  reported  to  the  supervising 
inspector  of  the  district,  together  with  the  reasons  therefor,  and  such 
increase  shall  not  become  effective  until  the  same  has  been  approved 
in  writing  by  the  supervising  inspector. 

Sec.  4465.^  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  take  on  board  of  any  vessel  a 
greater  number  of  passengers  thai;  is  stated  in  the  certifi<»te  of  in- 
spection, and  for  every  violation  of  this  wxmam  the  master  or  owner 
Euiall  be  liable  to  any  person  suing  for  tne  same  to  forfeit  the  amount 
of  passage  money  and  $10  for  each  passenger  beyond  the  number 
allowed. 

The  master  or  owner  of  the  vessel,  or  either  or  any  of  them,  who 
shall  knowingly  violate  this  provision  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $100  or  imprisonment  of  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or 
both. 

Sec.  4466.*  If  any  passenger  vessel  engages  in  ezcurdonsj  the  board 
of  local  inq)ectors  shall  issue  to  such  vessdf  a  special  permit,  in  writ-

ing inspector. 

Sec.  4467.*  The  master  of  every  passenger  steamer  shall  keep  a  cor- 
rect count  of  all  the  passengers  received  and  delivered  from  day  to 
day,  which  count  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  inspectors  and 
officers  of  the  customs  at  all  times,  and  the  aggregate  number  of  pas- 
sengers ^all  be  f umifihed  to  inspectors  as  o^en  as  called  for :  Pro-

The  penalties  imposed  by  sections  forty-four  hundrea 
and  sixty-five  and  for^-four  hundred  and  sixty-eight  ^all  be  a  lien 
upon  the  vessel  in  ea<£  case;  but  a  bond  may,  as  provided  m  other 
cases,  be  given  to  secure  the  satisfaction  of  the  judgmMit.       ,  . 

Sec.  4470.»  Every  steamer  carrying  passengers  or  freight  sbaU  de 
provided  with  suitable  pipes  and  valves  attached  to  the  boilOT  to  am- 
vev  steam  into  the  hold  and  to  the  different  compartments  thereof  to 
^yj-mfriiiah  firc,  or  such  other  suitable  apparatus  as  may  be  prescribed 
bvto  reguktions  of  tiie  board  of  supervising  inspectors,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  for  extinguishing  fire  in  the 
hold  and  compartments  tiiereof  by  tiie  introduction  tiirough  pipes

exposed  to  iffliition  shaU  be  tiioroughly  shielded  by  some  incombus- 
tible materi3  in  such  a  manmer  as  to  leave  the  air  to  circulate  treely 
between  such  material  and  woodwork  or  other  ifflutible  substance; 
and  before  granting  a  certificate  of  inspectwm  the  inspector  shaU 
require  aU  other  necessary  provisions  to  be  made  throughout  such 
vessel  to  guard  against  loss  or  danger  from  fire. 

Saa  4471.*  Every  steamer  permitted  by  her  certificate  of  inspec- 
tion to  carry  as  many  as  fifty  passengers,  or  upward,  and  every 
steamer  carrying  passengers,  which  also  carries  cotton,  hay,  or  hemp, 
shall  be  provicted  with  a  good  doublo^cting  steam  fire-pump,  or 
other  equivalent  apparatus  for  throwing  water.  Such  pump  <x  other 
apparatus  for  throwing  water  shaU  be  kept  at  ^  times  imd  at  aU 
seasons  of  the  year  in  good  order  and  ready  for  unmediate  u^ 
having  at  least  two  pipes  of  suitable  dimensions,  one  on  each  side 
of  the  vessel,  to  convey  the  water  to  the  upper  decks,  to  which  pipes 
there  shall  be  attached,  by  means  of  stop  cocks  or  valves,  both  be- 
tween decks  and  on  the  upper  deck,  good  and  suitable  hose  of  sut- 
fident  strength  to  stand  a  pressure  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
pounds  to  the  square  inch,  long  enough  to  reach  to  all  parts  of  the 
vessel  and  properly  provided  witii  nozdes,  and  kept  m  good  order 
and  ready  for  immediate  service.  Every  steamer  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred tons  burden  and  carrying  passengers  shall  be  provided  with 
two  good  double-acting  fire  pumps,  to  be  worked  by  hand ;  each 
chancer  of  such  pumps,  except  pumps  upon  steamers  in  service  on

covered  and  secured  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
regulations  established  by  the  board  of  supervising  inspectors  with 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce;  nor  shall  gunpowder  be 
carried  on  any  such  vessdl  except  under  spedal  license;  nor  shall  oil 
of  vitriol,  nitric  or  otiier  chemical  adds  be  carried  on  such  stewmers 
except  <»i  the  decks  or  guards  ^tmmim  in  sudb  other  safe  part  of  the 
vessel  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  inspectors.  Kefined  petroleum, 
which  will  not  ignite  at  a  temperature  less  than  one  hundred  and  ten 
degrees  of  Fahrenheit  thermometer,  may  be  carried  on  board  such 
steamers  upon  routes  where  there  is  no  other  practicable  mode  of 
transporting  it,  and  under  such  regulations  as  sliall  be  prescribed  by

Provided^  however^  That  nothing  in  the  provisions  of  this  Title 
shall  prohibit  the  transportation  by  vessels  not  carrying  passengers 
for  hire,  of  gasoline  or  any  of  the  products  of  petroleum  for  use  as  a 
source  of  motive  power  for  the  motor  boats  or  launches  of  such  ves- 
sels :  Provided  fv/rther^  That  nothing  in  the  foregoing  or  following

Sec.  4481.  Every  steam  vessel  navigating  rivers  only,  except  ferry- 
boats, freight-boats,  canal-boats,  and  towirig-boats,  of  less  than  fifty 
tons,  shall  have  at  least  one  good  substantial  boat  with  lines  attached, 
and  properly  suppUed  with  oars,  and  kept  in  good  condition  at  all 
times,  and  ready  for  immediate  use ;  and  in  a(Mition  thereto,  every 
sudi  vessel  carding  passMigers  shall  have  one  or  more  metallic  life- 
boats, fire-proof,  and  in  all  respects  good  and  substantial  boats,  of 
such  dimensions  and  arrangements  as  the  board  of  supervising  in- 
spectors by  their  regulations  shall  prescribe,  which  boats  shall  be  car-

The  liability  of  the  owner  of  any  vessel,  for  any  em- 
bezzlement, loss,  or  destruction,  by  any  person,  of  any  property, 
goods,  or  merchandise,  shipped  or  put  on  board  of  such  vessel,  or  for 
any  loss,  damage,  or  injury  by  collision,  or  for  any  act,  matter,  or 
thing,  lost,  damage,  or  forfeiture,  done,  occasioned,  or  incurred,  with- 
out Sie  privity,  or  knowledge  of  such  owner  or  owners,  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  the  amount  or  value  of  the  interost  of  such  owner  in  such 
vessel,  and  her  freight  then  pending. 

Sec.  4284.  Whenever  any  such  embezzlranent,  loss,  or  destruction 
is  suffered  by  several  freighters  or  owners  of  goods,  wares,  merchan- 
dise, or  any  property  whatever,  on  the  same  voyage,  and  the  whole 
value  of  the  vessel,  and  her  freight  for  the  voyage,  is  not  sufficient  to 
make  compensation  to  each  of  them,  they  shall  receive  compensation 
from  the  o^er  of  the  vessel  in  proportion  to  their  respective  losses ; 
fUld  for  that  purpose  the  freighters  and  owners  of  the  property,  and 
the  owner  of  the  vessel,  or  any  of  them,  may  take  the  appropriate 
proceedings  in  any  court,  for  the  purpose  of  apportioning  the  sum  for 
which  the  owner  of  the  vessel  may  be  liable  among  ih»  partieB 

entitled  thereto.  ,  _a 

Sec.  4285.  It  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  compliance  on  the  part 
of  such  owner  with  the  requirements  of  this  Title  relating  to  his  lia- 
bility for  any  embezzlement,  loss,  or  destruction  of  any  property, 
goods,  or  merchandise,  if  he  shall  transfer  his  interest  in  such  vessel 
and  ir^ht,  iat  ti^e  benefit  of  such  claimants,  to  a  trustee,  to  be 
appointed  by  any  court  of  eompetent  jurisdiction,  to  act  as  such 
trustee  for  the  person  who  may  prove  to  be  legally  entitled  thereto; 
from  and  after  which  transfer  all  claims  and  proceedings  against  the 

owner  shall  cease. 

Sec.  4286.  The  charter  of  any  vessel,  in  case  he  shall  man, 
victual,  and  navigate  such  vessel  at  his  own  expense,  or  by  his  own 
procurement,  shall  be  deemed  the  owner  of  such  vessel  within  the 
meaning  of  the  provisions  of  this  Title  relating  to  the  limitation  of 
the  liability  of  the  owners  ol  vessds;  and  such  vessel,  when  so  char- 
tered, shall  be  liable  in  the  same  manner  as  if  navigated  by  the  owner 

thereof.  .        ,  , 

Sec.  4287.  Nothing  in  the  five  preceding  sections  shall  be  con- 
strued to  take  away  or  affect  the  remedy  to  which  any  party  may  be 
entitled,  against  the  master,  officers,  or  seamen,  for  or  on  account  of 
any  embezzlement,  injury,  loss,  or  destruction  of  merchandise,  or 
property,  put  on  board  any  vessel,  or  on  account  of  any  negligence, 
Iraud,  or  other  malversatum  of  sudb  master,  officers,  or  seamen, 
re^ectively,  nor  to  lessen  or  taJce  away  any  refi5)onsibility  to  which 
any  master  or  seaman  of  any  vessel  may  by  law  be  liable,  notwith- 
ptanding  such  master  or  seaman  may  be  an  owner  or  part  owner  of 
the  vessel. 

Sec.  4288.  Any  person  shipping  oil  or  vitriol,  unslaked  lime,  in- 
flammable matches,  or  gunpowder,  in  a  vessel  taking  cargo  for  divers 
persons  on  freight,  without  delivering,  at  the  time  of  shipment,  a 
note  in  wTiting,  e^ressing  the  nature  and  character  of  such  mer- 
chandise, to  the  master,  mate,  officer,  or  p««(m  in  charge  of  the  lading 
of  the  vessel,  shall  be  liable  to  the  United  States  in  a  penalty  of  one 
thousand  dollars.  But  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  vessel  of 
any  description  whatsoever  used  in  rivers  or  inland  navigation. 
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SwJ.  4289.'  The  provisions  of  the  seven  preceding  sections,  and  of 
section  eighteen  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  remove  certain  burdens 
on  the  American  merchant  marine  and  encourage  the  Amerkan  for- 
eign carry-trade,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  June  twenty- 
sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  relating  to  the  limitations 
of  the  liability  of  the  owners  of  vessels,  shall  apply  to  all  sea-gomg 
vessels,  and  aJso  to  ali  vessels  used  on  lakes  or  rivers  or  in  inland 
navigaticm,  including  canal-boats,  barges,  and  lighters. 

An  Act  To  regidate  the  carriage  of  passengers  by  sea 

[••The  Passenser  Act,  1882,"  as  amended  by  the  act  of  February  14,  1903  In  sectlM  1 
l7  the  iiet  cfnl^biw  1».  1908,  «ii4  1b  eeetton  9  by  tbe  act  of  February  9.  1906.] 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Seriate  and  House  of  Reptesentaivoes  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  the  master  of  any  vessel  whereon  steerage  passengers  have 
been  taken  at  any  port  or  place  in  a  foreign  country  or  dominion 
(ports  and  places  m  foreign  territory  ccmtiguous  to  the  United 
Stetes  excepted)  to  bring  such  vessel  and  passengers  to  or  take  from 
any  port  or  place  in  the  United  States  unl^  the  compartments, 
spaces,  and  accommodations  hereinafter  mentioned  have  beMi  pro- 
vided, allotted,  maintained,  and  used  for  and  by  such  passengers  dur- 
ing the  entire  voyage,  unobstructed  by  cargo,  stores,  or  goods.  The 
master  of  a  vessel  coming  to  a  port  or  place  in  the  United  States  in 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
o-uilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  if  the  number  of  steerage  passengers 
^rried  or  brought  in  the  vessel,  ot  in  wiy  compartment,  space,  poop, 
or  deck  house  thereof,  is  greater  thaa  the  niBnDer  allowed  to  be  car- 
ried or  brought  therein,  respectively,  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  the 
said  master  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  ev«ry  such  pas- 
senger in  excess  of  the  proper  number,  and  may  also  be  imprisoned 

not  exceeding  six  months.  . 

In  computmg  the  number  of  passengers  carried  or  brought  in  any 
vessel,  children  under  one  year  of  age  shall  not  be  included,  and  two 
childi«n  betwerai  one  and  eight  years  of  age  shall  be  counted  as  one 
passenger;  and  any  person  brought  in  such  vessel  who  shall  have 
been,  during  the  voyage,  taken  from  any  other  vessel  wrecked  or  m 
distress  on  the  high  seas,  or  have  been  picked  up  at  sea  from  any 
boat,  raft,  or  otherwise,  shall  not  be  included  in  such  computation. 

Second.  The  expression  "  steerage  passenger  "  means  all  passengers 
except  cabin  passengers,  and  persons  shall  not  be  deemed  cabin  pas- 
seng^  unless  the  space  allotted  to  their  exclusive  use  is  in  the  pro- 
portion of  at  least  thirty-six  clear  superficial  feet  to  each  passenger. 

Third.  The  expression  "  k>west  passenger  deck "  means  the  deck 
next  below  the  water  line;  and  ttie  expression  "passenger  deck 
includes  every  deck  or  portion  of  a  deck  which  is  above  the  lowest 
passenger  deck,  and  is  appropriated  for  passengers. 

Fourth.  A  vessel  shall  not  carry  passengers,  whether  cabm  or 
steerage  passengers,  on  more  than  one  deck  below  the  water  line. 

Fifth.  The  height  between  that  part  of  any  deck  on  which  steerage 
pesengers  are  carried  and  the  deck  immediately  above  it  shaU  not  be 
Cffiuaa  six  feet

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Sixth.  No  steerage  passengers  shall  be  carried  on  the  lowest  pas- 
senger deck  unless  it  is  efficiently  lighted  by  side  scuttles  and  other- 
wise to  the  satkfacUon  of  the  inspector. 

Seventh.  No  greater  number  of  steerage  passengers  shall  be  car- 
ried on  the  lowest  passenger  deck  than  m  the  proportion  of  one 
steerage  passenger  to  every  tweiit:f-oiie  clear  saperficial  feet,  allotted 
to  their  use.  If,  however,  the  height  between  the  lowest  passeng^ 
deck  and  the  deck  immediately  above  it  is  less  than  seven  feet,  and 
the  apertures,  exclusive  of  side  scuttles,  through  which  light  and  air 
are  admitted  are  less  in  size  than  in  the  proportion  of  three  square 
fe^  to  every  one  hundred  superficial  feet  of  that  deck,  no  greater 
number  of  steerage  passengers  shall  be  carried  on  that  deck  than  in 
the  proportion  of  one  steerage  passenger  to  every  thirty  clear  super- 
ficial feet  thereof,  subject  to  me  allowanee  for  measurement  of  public 
rooms,  lavatories,  and  bath  rooms,  if  any,  provided  fw  by  paragraph 

ten,  .  , 

Eighth.  No  greater  number  of  steerage  passengers  may  be  earned 
on  a  passenger  deck  than  in  the  proportion  of  one  steerage  passenger 
to  every  eighteen  clear  superficial  feet  of  deck  allotted  to  their  use, 
subject  to  £e  aUowanoe  for  measurement  of  public  rooms,  lavatories, 
and  bath  rocHns,  if  Miy,  provided  for  by  paragraph  ten.  If,  however, 
the  height  between  any  pass^ig!^  deck  and  the  deck  immediately 
above  it  be  less  than  seven  feet,  no  grei^  nnmber  of  steerage  passen- 
gers may  be  carried  on  that  deck  than  in  the  proporti<m  of  one  steer- 
age passenger  to  every  twenty-one  clear  superficial  feet  tiiereof,  sub- 
ject to  the  allowance  for  measurement  of  public  rooms,  lavatories, 
and  bath  rooms,  if  any,  provided  for  by  paragraph  ten. 

Ninth.  A  vessel,  whatever  be  the  superficial  space  of  the  passenger 
decks  and  of  the  lowest  passenger  deck,  shall  not  carry  a  greater  num- 
ber of  steerage  passoogers  on  me  whole  than  in  the  proportion  of  one 
steerage  passenger  to  every  five  s«pM*ficial  feet  of  air  or  promenade 
space  provided  on  a  deck  so  open  as  not  to  be  included  in  the  tonnage 
and  approved  by  the  inspector,  and  this  space  siiall  not  be  counted  or 
included  in  the  area  available  for  any  other  passengers,  or  in  other 
areas  for  steerage  passengers  prescribed  by  this  section. 

Tenth.  In  the  measurement  of  the  passenger  decks  and  of  the 
lowest  passenger  dedc,  tiie  space  occupied  by  that  part  of  the  personal 
baggage  of  the  steerage  passengers  which  ^e  inspector  permits  to  be 
carmd  there  ^lall  be  included,  and  ^so,  cm  whatever  deck  located, 
commodious  and  suitable  dining  rooms,  lounging  rooms,  smoking 
rooms,  lavatories,  toilet  rooms,  and  bath  rocmis:  Provided,  That — 

(a)  The  space  in  any  place  appropriated  to  the  use  of  steerage 
passengers  in  which  they  sleep  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  super- 
ficial feet  in  the  case  of  the  lowest  passenger  deck  and  fifteen  super- 
ficial feet  in  the  case  of  a  passenger  deck 

(b)  Each  space  so  included  in  the  measurem&Qt  must  be  clearly 
marked  to  the  salis&ction  of  the  im^^ecfcor  as  being  exclusively 
appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  steerage  passengers. 

Eleventh.  Each  separate  compartment  in  wnixdi  steerage  passm- 
gers  are  berthed  shall  be  conspicuously  marked,  showing  the  total 
area  of  such  compartments. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  every  such  steamship  or  other  vessel  there  shall  be 
a  sufficient  number  of  berths  for  the  proper  accommodation  as  herein- 
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after  proyided,  of  all  such  passengers.  There  shall  not  be  on  any 

deck  nor  in  any  compartment  or  space  occupied  by  such  passengers 
more  than  two  tiers  of  berths.  The  berths  shall  be  properly  con- 
structed, and  be  separated  from  each  other  by  partitions,  as  berths 
ordinarily  are  separated,  and  each  berth  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  in 
width  and  six  feet  in  length;  and  the  interval  between  the  floor  or 
lowest  part  of  the  lower  tier  of  bwths  and  the  deck  bMieath  them 
shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches,  nor  the  interval  between  each  tier  of 
berths,  and  the  interval  betwe^  tlie  uppermost  tier  and  the  de^ 
above  it,  less  than  two  feet  six  inches ;  and  each  berth  shall  be  occu- 
pied by  not  more  than  one  passenger  over  eight  years  of  age;  but 
double  berths  of  twice  the  above-mentioned  width  may  be  provided, 
each  double  berth  to  be  occupied  by  no  more  and  by  none  other  than 
two  women,  or  by  one  woman  and  two  children  under  the  age  of 
eight  years,  or  by  husband  and  wife,  or  by  a  man  and  two  of  his  own 
(doldren  under  the  age  of  eight  years,  or  by  two  men  personally 
aaiDainted  with  ea(^  other.  All  the  male  passengers  upwards  of 
fourteen  years  of  age  who  do  not  occupy  berths  with  l^r  wives  shall 
be  berthed  in  the  fore  part  of  the  vessel,  in  a  compartment  divided  off 
from  the  space  or  spaces  appropriated  to  the  other  passengers  by  a 
substantial  and  well-secured  bulkhead;  and  unmarried  female  pas- 
sengers shall  be  berthed  in  a  compartment  separated  from  the  spaces 
occupied  by  other  passengers  by  a  substantial  and  well-constructed 
bulkhead,  tiie  opening  or  communication  from  which  to  an  adjoining 
passenger  space  shall  be  so  constructed  that  it  can  be  closed  and 
secoredL  Families,  however,  diaU  not  be  separated  except  with  their 
coiv9ent.  Each  berth  i^all  be  numbed  serially,  on  the  the  outside 
berth-board,  according  to  the  number  of  passengers  that  may  law- 
fully occupy  the  berth ;  and  the  berths  occupied  by  such  passengers 
shall  not  be  removed  or  taken  down  until  the  expiration  of  twelve 
hours  from  the  time  of  entry,  unless  previously  inspected  within  a 
shorter  period.  For  any  violation  of  either  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  uie  master  of  the  vessel  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars 
for  each  passenger  carried  or  brought  on  the  vesseL 

Sm3.  3.  That  every  such  steamship  or  other  vessel  shall  have  ade- 
quate provision  for  affording  light  aiid  air  to  the  passenger-de^  and 
to  the  compartments  Mid  spaces  occupied  hy  such  passengers,  and 
with  adequate  means  and  appliances  for  ventilating  the  said  compart- 
ments and  spaces.  To  compartments  having  sufficient  space  for  fifty 
or  more  of  such  passengers  at  least  two  ventilators,  each  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  diameter,  shall  be  provided,  one  of  which  ventilators 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  forward  part  of  the  compartment,  and  the 
other  in  ihe  after  part  thereof,  and  shall  be  so  conateucted  as  to  venti- 
late the  compartment;  and  additional  ventilators  shall  be  provided 
for  each  compartment  in  the  proportion  of  two  ventilators  for  each 
additional  fifty  of  such  passengers  carried  or  brought  in  the  compart- 
ment. All  ventilators  shall  be  carried  at  least  six  feet  above  the 
uppermost  deck  of  the  vessel,  and  shall  be  of  the  most  approved  form 
and  conslruction.  In  any  steamship  the  ventilating  apparatus  pro- 
vided, or  any  method  of  ventilation  adopted  thereon,  which  has  been 
approved  by  the  proper  emigration  officers  at  the  port  or  place  from 
which  said  vessel  was  cleared,  shall  be  deemed  a  compliance  with  the 
foregoing  proviii^Hoaf -Mid  in  all  voBroln  cartying  oc  biiiiguig  so^ 
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passengers  there  shall  be  properly-«Mifitracted  ^atdiways  over  t^^ 
S)mpartments  or  spaces  occupied  by  such  P^pengerS' 
way  shall  be  properly  covered  with  houses  or  booby  hatches,  and  the 
wmbings  or  sills  of  which  shall  rise  at  least  six  inches  above  the  deck ; 
and  there  shall  be  proper  companion-ways  or  ladders  from  each 
hatchway  leading  to  the  compartments  or  spaces  occupied  by  such 
pSseS  said  c<Mnpknion.ways  or  fadders  shaU  be  securely 

constructed,  and  be  provideSf  with  hmd-rails  or  strong  rope  »n4 
when  the  weather  will  permit,  such  passengers  shall  have  the  use 
of  each  hatchway  situated  over  the  compartments  or  spaces  appro- 
priated to  their  use;  and  every  vessel  carrying  or  bringing  such  pas- 
^ngers  shall  have  a  properly  located  and  constructed  caboose  and 
cooSLig-range,  or  other  cooking-apparatus,  the  dimensions  and  capac- 
ity of  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  properly  cooking  and 
preparing  the  food  of  all  such  passengers.  In  every  vessel  carrying 
or  bringing  such  passengers  there  shaU  be  at  least  two  water-closets 
or  privies,  and  an  additional  water-closet  or  pnvy  for  every  one 
hundred  male  passengers  on  board,  f or  the  otclnsiye  n»  of  such  male 
passengers,  anS  an  additional  water-closet  or  V^^^  fj^l^^^ 
female  passengers  on  board,  for  the  excl^ive  use  of  the  f^e  pas- 
sSrs  and  young  children  on  board.    The  aforesaid  water-closete 
a^privies  shall  be  properly  enclosed  and  located  on  each  side  ot  the 
vessel,  and  shaU  be  Separated  from  passengers'  spaces  by  substantial 
and  properly-constructed  partitions  or  bulkheads;  and  the  water- 
closets  and  privies  shaU  be  kept  and  mamtomed  m  a  serviceable  and 
cleanly  condition  throughout  the  voyage.   For  any  violation  of  either 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  for  any  neglect  to  inform  to  the 
requirements  thereof,  the  master  of  the  vessel  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Sbo  4.  An  allowance  of  good,  wholesome,  and  proper  food,  with  a 
reasonable  quantity  of  fresh  provisions,  which  food  shall  be  equal  in 
value  to  one  and  a  half  navy  rations  of  the  United  States,  and  of  fresh 
water,  not  less  than  four  quarts  per  day,  shall  be  furnished  each  of 
such  passengers.  Three  meals  shall  be  served  daily,  at  regular  and 
stated  hours,  of  which  hours  sufficient  notice  shaU  be  given.  If  any 
such  passengers  shall  at  any  time  during  the  voyage  be  put  on  short 
allowance  for  food  and  water,  the  master  of  the  vessel  shaU  pay  to 
each  passenger  three  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  the  passenger 
•  may  have  been  put  on  short  allowance,  except  in  case  of  accidents, 
where  tke  captain  is  obliged  to  put  the  passengers  on  short  allowance. 
Mothers  with  infants  and  young  children  shall  be  furnished  the  neces- 
sary quantity  of  wholesome  milk  or  condensed  milk  for  the  sustenance 
of  the  latter.  Tables  and  seats  shiOl  be  provided  for  the  use  of  pas- 
sengers at  regular  meals.  And  for  every  mllful  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  the  master  of  the  vessel  shaU  be  demed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  him- 
dred  doUars,  and  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ax  months. 
The  enforcement  of  this  penalty,  however,  shaU  not  affect  the  civil  re- 
SDonsibiHty  of  the  master  and  owners  of  the  vessel  to  such  passengers 
as  may  have  suffered  from  any  negUgence,  breach  of  contract,  or  de- 
fault on  the  part  of  such  master  and  owners. 

Sec  5.  That  in  every  such  steamship  or  other  vessel  there  shallbe 
properly  built  and  secured,  wr  divided  off  from  other  spaces,  two 
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compartments  or  spaces  to  be  used  exclusively  fts  hospitals  for  such 

passengers,  one  for  men  and  the  other  for  women.  The  hospitals 
shall  be  located  in  a  space  not  below  the  deck  next  below  the  main 
deck  of  the  vessel.  The  hospital  spaces  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than 
in  Uie  proportion  of  eighteen  clear  superficial  feet  for  every  fifty 
such  passengers  who  are  carried  or  brought  on  the  vessel,  and  such, 
hospitals  shall  be  supplied  with  proper  beds,  bedding,  and  utensils, 
anobe  kept  so  supplied  ti^ughout  the  voyage.  And  every  steam- 
ship or  other  vessel  carrying  or  bringing  emigrant  passengers,  or  pas- 
sengers other  than  cabin  passengers,  exceeding  fifty  in  number,  diall 
carry  a  duly  qualified  and  competent  surgeon  or  medical  practitioner, 
who  shall  be  rated  as  such  in  the  ship's  articles,  and  who  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  surgical  instruments,  medical  comforts,  and  medicines 
proper  and  necessary  for  diseases  and  accidents  incident  to  sea- 
voyages,  and  for  the  proper  medical  treatment  of  such  passengers 
during  the  voyage,  and  witii  such  artid^  of  food  and  nourishment 
as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  for  preserving  the  health  of  infants 
and  young  children;  and  the  services  of  such  surgeon  or  medical 
practitioner  shall  be  promptly  given,  in  any  case  of  sickness  or 
disease,  to  any  of  the  passengers,  or  to  any  infant  or  young  child  of 
any  such  passengers,  who  may  need  his  services.  For  a  violation  of 
either  of  me  provisions  of  this  section  the  master  of  the  vessel  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

SwJ.  6.  That  the  master  of  every  such  steamship  or  other  vessel  is 
authorized  to  maintain  good  discipline  and  such  habits  of  cleanliness 
among  such  passengers  as  will  tead  to  the  preservation  and  promo- 
tion of  health,  and  to  that  end  he  shall  cause  such  regulations  as  he 
may  adopt  for  such  purpose  to  be  posted  up  on  board  the  vessel,  in  a 
place  or  places  accessible  to  such  passengers,  and  shall  keep  the  same 
so  posted  up  during  the  voyage.  The  said  master  shall  cause  the 
compartments  and  spaces  provided  for,  or  occupied  by,  such  pas- 
sengers to  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a  clean  and  healthy  condition,  and 
to  be,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  disinfected  with  chloride  of  lime, 
or  by  some  other  equally  efficient  disinfectant  Whenever  the  state  ot 
the  weather  will  permit,  such  passengers  and  their  bedding  shall  be 
mustered  on  deck,  and  a  clear  and  sufficient  space  on  the  mam  or  any 
upper  deck  of  the  vessel  shall  be  set  apart,  and  so  kept,  for  the  use 
and  exercise  of  such  passengers  during  the  voyage.  For  each  neglect 
or  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  the  master  of  the 
vessd  sfaAU  be  liable  to  a  p^oudty  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

Sbo.  7.  That  neither  the  officers,  seamen,  nor  other  persons  «n- 
ployed  on  any  such  steamship  or  other  vessel  shall  visit  or  frequent 
any  part  of  the  vessel  provided  or  assigned  to  the  use  of  such  passen- 
gers, except  by  the  direction  or  permission  of  the  master  of  such 
vessel  first  made  or  given  for  such  purpose :  and  every  officer,  seaman, 
or  other  person  employed  on  board  of  such  vessel  who  shall  violate 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  may  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  be 
imprisoned  not  exceeding  twenty  days,  for  each  violation ;  and  the 
master  of  such  vessel  who  directs  or  permits  any  officer,  seaman,  or 
other  person  employed  on  board  the  vessel  to  visit  or  frequent  any 
part  of  the  vessel  provided  for  or  ass^ed  to  the  use  of  such  pas- 
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sengers,  or  the  compartments  or  spaces  occupied  by  such  passengers, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  doing  or  performing  some  necessary  act  or 
duty  as  an  officer,  seaman,  or  other  person  employed  on  board  of  the 
vessel,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  may  be  fined 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  time  he  directs  or  per- 
mits the  provisions  of  this  section  to  be  violated.  A  copy  of  this  sec- 
tion written  or  printed  in  the  language  or  principal  languages  of 
the  passengers  on  board,  shall,  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  master 
<rf  the  vessel,  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  forecastle  and 
in  the  several  parts  of  the  vessel  provided  and  assigned  for  the  use 
of  such  passengers,  and  in  each  o(Hnpartment  or  space  occupied  by 
such  passengers,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept  so  posted  during  me 
voyage ;  and  if  the  said  master  neglects  so  to  do,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  take,  carry,  or  have  on  board 
of  any  such  steamship  or  other  vessel  any  nitro-glycerine,  dynamite, 
or  any  other  explosive  article  or  compound,  nor  any  vitriol  or  like 
acids,  nor  gunpowder,  except  for  *h«  ship's  use,  nor  any  article  or 
number  of  articles,  whether  as  cargo  or  Iwllast,  which,  by  reason  of 
the  nature  or  quantity  or  mode  of  storage  thereof,  diall,  either  singly 
or  collectively,  be  likely  to  endanger  the  health  or  lives  of  the  passen- 
gers or  the  safety  of  the  vessel,  and  horses,  cattle,  or  other  animals 
taken  on  board  of  or  brought  in  any  such  vessel  shall  not  be  carried 
<m  any  deck  below  the  deck  on  which  passengers  are  berthed,  nor  in 
any  compartment  in  which  passengers  are  berthed,  nor  in  any  ad- 
joining compartment  except  in  a  vessel  built  of  iron,  and  of  which 
the  compartments  are  divided  off  by  water-tieht  bulkheads  extend- 
ing to  the  upper  deck.  For  every  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  the  master  of  the  vessel  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  master  of  any  such 
i^Mnnship  or  other  vessel,  not  in  distress,  after  the  arrival  of  the 
vessel  within  any  collection  district  of  the  United  States,  to  allow  any 
person  or  persons,  except  a  pilot,  offioor  of  the  customs,  or  health 
officer,  agents  of  the  vessel,  and  consuls,  to  oOTae  <m  board  of  the 
vessel,  or  to  leave  the  vessel,  until  the  vessel  has  been  taken  in  charge 
by  an  officer  of  the  customs,  nor,  after  charge  so  taken,  without  leave 
of  such  officer,  until  all  the  passengers,  with  their  baggage,  have 
been  duly  landed  from  the  vessel ;  ♦  *  ♦  .  For  a  violation  of  either 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  for  permitting  or  neglecting  to 
prevent  a  violation  thereof,  the  master  oi  the  vessel  shall  be  liable  to 
a  fine  not  exceeding  one  tiiousand  dollars. 

That  in  lieu  of  the  list  in  duplicate  of  passengers  now  prescribed  by 
section  nine  of  the  Act  approved  August  second,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  carriage  of  passen- 
gere  by  sea,"  the  master  shall  submit  for  inspection  to  the  officer  of 
customs  who  first  makes  demand  therefor,  and  shall  subsequently 
deliver  with  his  manifest  of  cargo  on  entry,  a  correct  list,  signed  and 
vma&oi.  on  oath  by  the  master,  ei  all  passengers  taken  on  board  the 
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vessel  at  any  foreign  port  or  place,  specifying,  in  the  manner  to  be 

prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  the 
name  of  each  passenger,  age  (if  a  child  of  eight  years  or  under),  sex, 
married  or  single,  location  of  compartment  or  space  occupied  during 
the  voyage  (if  the  passenger  be  other  than  a  (!abin  passenger), 
whether  a  citizen  of  United  States,  number  of  pieces  of  baggage, 
and  if  any  passraiger  die  on  the  voyage  the  list  shall  sgpecify  tiie 
name,  age,  and  cause  of  death  of  each  deceased  passenger. 

Sec.  10.  That  in  case  there  shall  have  occurred  on  board  any  such 
steamship  or  other  vessel  any  death  among  such  passengers  during 
the  voyage,  the  master  or  consignees  of  the  vessel  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  within  a  collection  district 
of^the  United  States,  or  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  entry  of 
the  vessel,  pay  to  the  collector  of  customs  of  such  district  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  passenger  above  the  age  of  eight 
years  who  shall  have  died  on  the  voyage  by  natural  disease ;  and  the 
master  oi*  consignees  of  any  vessel  who  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  such 
cf^llector,  within  the  time  hereinbefore  prescribed,  the  sums  of  money 
aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  in  addition  to 
the  sum  required  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid  for  each  passenger  whose 
death  occurred  on  the  voyage.  All  sums  of  money  paid  to  any  col- 
lector under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  by  him  paid  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Skc.  11.  That  the  collector  of  customs  of  the  collection  district 
within  which,  or  the  surveyor  of  the  port  at  which,  any  such  steam- 
ship or  other  vessel  arrives,  shall  direct  an  inspector  or  other  officer 
of  the  customs  to  make  an  examination  of  the  vessel,  and  to  admeas- 
ure the  compartments  or  spaces  occupied  by  the  emigrant  passengers, 
or  passengers  other  than  cabin  passengers,  during  the  voyage ;  and 
such  measurement  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
admeasuring  vessels  for  tonnage ;  and  to  compare  the  number  of  such 
passengers  found  on  board  with  the  list  of  s^  passengers  furnished 
by  the  master  to  the  customs  officer;  and  the  said  inspector  or  other 
oihcer  shall  make  a  report  to  the  aforesaid  collector  or  surveyor, 
stating  the  port  of  departure,  the  time  of  sailing,  the  length  of  the 
voyage,  the  ventilation,  the  number  of  such  passengers  on  board  the 
vessel,  and  their  native  country,  respectively ;  the  cubic  quantity  of 
each  compartment  or  space,  and  the  number  of  berths  and  passengers 
in  each  space,  the  kind  and  quality  of  the  food  furnished  to  such 
passengers  on  the  voyage ;  the  number  of  deaths,  and  the  age  and  sex 
of  those  who  died  during  the  voyage,  and  of  what  disease;  and  in 
case  there  was  any  unusual  sickness  or  mortality  during  the  voyage, 
to  T-eport  whether  the  same  was  caused  by  any  neglect  or  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  by  the  want  of  proper  care  against 
disease  by  the  master  or  owners  of  the  vessel;  and  the  said  reports 
shaU  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  at  such  times  and 
in  such  manner  as  he  shall  direct. 

Sbr  12.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  every  steam- 
ship or  other  vessel  whereon  emigrant  passengers,  or  passengers^ other 
than  cabin  passengers,  are  taken  on  board  at  a  port  or  place  in  the 
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United  States  for  conveyance  to  any  port  or  place  in  a  foreign  coun-

dirou^  Mexico  or  G^tnd  Ammca ;  and  ihe  said  collector  of  customs 
may  direct  an  examination  of  the  vessel  to  be  made  by  an  insfjector  or 
other  officer  of  the  customs,  who  shall  iHMIe  the  examinati<m  and 
report  whether  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with  in 
respect  to  such  vessel,  and  the  said  collector  is  authorized  to  withhold 
the  clearance  of  such  vessel  until  the  coming  in  of  such  report :  and 
if  the  said  report  shall  show  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
have  not  been  complied  with,  the  collector  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  withhold  the  dearance  of  such  vessel  until  the  said  proyisicms  are 
complied  with;  and  if  any  such  vessel  leaves  ihe  aloresaid  port  or 
place  without  having  been  duly  cleared  by  the  collector  of  customs, 
^he  master  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  may  be  fined 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding 
jne  year,  and  the  vessel  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and  forfeiture. 

Sbo.  13.  That  the  amoimt  of  the  several  fines  and  penalties  imposed 
by  any  section  of  this  act  upon  the  master  of  any  steamsliip  or  other 
vessel  carrying  or  bringing  emi^ant  passengeiis,  or  passengers  othesr 
than  cabin  passengers,  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  liens  upon  such  vessel,  and  such  vessel  may  be  libeled  there- 
for in  any  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  United  States  where  such 
vessel  shall  arrive  or  depart. 

Sec.  14.  That  this  act  shall  come  into  operation  and  take  elkct 
ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  sections  forty-two  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  to  forty-two  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  inclusive, 
of  the  Beiised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  are,  from  and  after  said 
date,  repealed ;  and  this  act  may  be  cited  for  dl  purposes  as  ^  The 
passenger  act,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two."

Whereas  an  act  of  Congress  in  regard  to  collisions  at  sea  was  ap- 
proved September  4, 1890,  the  said  act  bdng  in  the  following  words : 

^BeU  enacted  ly  the  Seriate  and  House  of  Bepresentatwes  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  Thst  in  every  case 
of  collision  between  two  vessels  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master  or 
person  in  charge  of  each  vessel,  if  and  so  far  as  he  can  do  so  without 
serious  danger  to  his  own  vessel,  crew,  and  passengers  (if  any),  to 
stay  by  the  other  vessel  until  he  has  ascertained  that  she  has  no  need 
of  further  assistance,  and  to  render  to  the  other  vessel,  her  master, 
crew,  Bud  passengers  (if  any)  such  assistance  as  may  be  practicable 
and  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  save  them  from  any  danger 
caused  by  the  collision,  and  also  to  give  to  the  master  or  person  in 
charge  of  the  other  vessel  the  name  of  his  own  veasel  and  her  port  of 
registry,  or  the  port  or  place  to  which  she  belongs,  iind  also  the  name 
of  the  jports  and  places  from  which  and  to  which  she  is  bound.  If  he 
fails  so  to  do,  and  no  reasonable  cause  for  such  failure  is  shown,  the 
collision  shall,  in  the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary,  be  deemed  to 
have  been  caused  by  his  wrongful  aet,  neglect,  or  deiault. 

Sec.  2.  That  every  master  or  person  in  charge  of  a  United  States 
vessel  who  fails,  without  reasonable  cause,  to  render  such  assistance 
or  give  such  information  as  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  thousand  flollars, 
or  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years;  and  for  the 
above  sum  the  vessel  shall  be  liable  and  may  be  seized  and  proceeded 
against  by  process  in  any  district  court  of  the  United  States  by  any 
person;  one-half  such  sum  to  be  |»yable  to  the  tnfomier  and  the 
other  half  to  the  United  States. 

^  Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  the 
President  by  Proclamation  issued  for  that  purpose.**

An  Act  To  amend  section  forty-one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States,  to  improve  the  merchant-marine  engineer 
aenrlce  and  thereby  also  to  increase  the  eflBciency  of  the  Naval  Reserve,  and 
for  otber  purposes 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  section  forty- 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  me  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  4131.  Vessels  registered  pursuant  to  law  and  no  others,  ex- 
cept such  as  shall  be  duly  qualified  according  to  law  for  carrying  on 
the  coasting  or  fishing  trade,  shall  be  deemed  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  and  entitled  to  the  benefits  and  privileges  appertaining  to 
such  vessels;  but  no  such  vessel  shall  enjoy  such  benefits  and  privi- 
leges longer  than  it  shall  continue  to  be  wholly  owned  by  a  citizen  or 
citizens  of  the  United  States  or  a  corporation  created  under  the  laws 
of  any  of  the  States  tiiereof  ,  and  be  commanded  by  a  dtiarai  of  tlie 
United  Sbte 
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And  all  the  officers  of  vessels  of  the  United  States  who^  shall  have 
charge  of  a  watch,  including  pilots,  shall  in  all  cams  be  citizens  of  the 
United  States. 

The  word  ^  officers  "  shall  include  the  chief  engineer  and  each  asEHst- 

ant  engineer  in  charge  of  a  watch  on  vessels  propelled  wholly  or  in 
part  by  steam;  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  no  person  shall  be  qualified  to  hold  a  license  as  a 
commander  or  watch  officer  of  a  merchant  vessel  of  the  United  States 
who  is  not  a  native-born  citizen,  or  whose  naturalization  as  a  citizen 
shall  not  have  been  fuUy  completed. 

Sbg.  2/  That  all  licenses  issued  to  such  of&»rs  shall  be  for  a  term 
of  five  years,  but  the  holder  of  a  license  may  have  Uie  same  renewed 
for  another  five  years  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors:  Provided^  howler. 
That  any  officer  holding  a  license,  and  who  is  engaged  in  a  service 
which  necessitates  his  continuous  absence  from  the  United  States, 
may  make  application  in  writing  for  renewal  and  transmit  the  saino 
to  the  board  of  local  inspectors,  with  his  certificate  of  citizenship,  if 
naturalized)  and  a  statement  of  the  applicant,  verified  before  a  consul 
or  oilier  officer  of  the  United  States  authorized  to  admini^r  an 
oath,  setting  forth  the  reasons  for  not  appearing  in  person;  and  upon 
receiving  the  same  the  board  of  local  inspectors  that  originally  issued 
such  license  shall  renew  the  same  and  shall  notify  the  applicant  of 
such  renewal :  Provided  further^  That  no  license  as  master,  mate,  or 
pilot  of  any  class  of  vessel  shall  be  renewed  without  furnishing  a 
satisfactory  certificate  of  examination  as  to  color  blindness.  And  in 
all  cases  where  the  issue  is  the  suspension  or  revocation  of  such 
Ikenses,  whetbw  before  the  local  boards  of  inspectors  (of  steam 
vessels),  as  provided  for  in  secti<m  forty-four  hundred  uid  fifty  of 
the  Kevised  Statutes,  or  before  the  supervising  inspector,  as  provided 
for  in  section  forty-four  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  the  accused  shall  be  allowed  to  appear  by  counsel  and  to 
testify  in  his  own  behalf.  No  master,  mate,  pilot,  or  engineer  of 
steam  vessels  licensed  under  title  fifty-two  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
pages  forty-three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  to  forty-five  hundred, 
shall  be  liable  to  draft  in  time  of  war,  except  for  the  performance  of 
duties  such  as  required  by  his  license;  and  while  performing  such 
duties  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  every  such  master,  mate, 
pilot,  or  engineer  shall  be  entitled  to  the  highest  rate  of  wages  paid 
in  the  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States  for  similar  services;  and 
if  killed  or  wounded  while  performing  such  duties  under  the  United 
States,  they,  or  their  heirs,  or  their  legal  representatives,  shall  be 
entitled  to  ail  the  privileges  accorded  to  soldiers  and  sailors  serving 
in  the  An|^  or  Navy,  under  the  pension  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  ThsA  all  laws  <»*  parte  of  laws  in  conflict  with  tliis  Act  an 
hw^by  repealed. 

But  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  modify  or  repeal  that  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four, 
which  reads  as  follows :  "  In  cases  where  on  a  foreign  voyage,  or  on 
a  voyage  from  an  Atlantic  to  a  Pacific  port  of  the  United  States,  any 
such  ve^el  is  i&t  any  reason  deprived  of  the  services  of  an  officer 
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below  the  grade  of  master,  his  place,  or  a  vacancy  cavsed  by  the  pro- 
motion of  another  officer  to  such  place,  may  be  supplied  by  a  person 
not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  until  the  first  return  of  such  vessel 
to  its  home  port;  and  such  vessel  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  penalty  or 
penal  tax  for  such  employment  of  an  alien  <^^cer." 
Approved,  May  28, 1896. 


An  Act  To  amend  the  laws  relating  to  nayigatkn 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  tJie 
United  States  of  America  m  Congress  assembled^ 

Sec.  14.  That  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  be,  and  he  ia  hereby, 
authorized  to  direct  the  inspection  of  any  foreign  vesBeL  admi<^ 

to  American  registry,  its  steam  boilers,  steam  pipes,  and  appurte- 
nances, and  to  direct  the  issue  of  the  usual  certificate  of  inspection, 
whether  said  boilers,  steam  pipes,  and  appurtenances  are  or  are  not 
constructed  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  whether 
they  are  or  are  not  cons^ucted  of  iron  stamped  pursuant  to  said  laws. 

The  tests  in  the  im^pectacm  of  such  boilers,  steam  pipes,  and  appur- 
tenances shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as  to  stongth  and  safety  as 
are  required  in  the  inspecticm  of  boilers  constmcted  in  the  United 

States  for  marine  purposes.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Rome  of  Bepresewtativea  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  asseimbled,  That  aU  Xndiails  of 
the  Tsimpsean  or  Haida  tribe  of  the  full  or  mixed  blood  who  «ni- 
grated  from  British  Columbia  and  settled  at  Metlakahtla  on  Annette 
Island,  in  southeastern  Alaska,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ei  ghty-seven  and  subsequent  years,  as  well  as  all  descendants  of  such 
T^^i^TiSj  and  all  otW  India^  who  have  since  become  and  remained 
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bona  fide  residents  of  said  Metlakahtla,  Alaska,  shall,  if  otherwise 
qualified,  be  entitled  to  receive  and  obtain  licenses  as  masters,  pilots, 
and  engineers,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  any  and  all  steamboats  and 
other  craft,  and  also  licenses  as  operators  of  motor  boats  and  other 
crafty  sabject  to  tiie  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved 
May  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  entitled  ^An  Act  to  amend 
section  forty-ionr  hundred  and  tw^ty-six  of  the  Bevised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States,  regulation  of  motor  boats,"  with  the  same  fortse 
and  effect  as  if  they  had  been  citizens  of  the  United  States;  any  such 
Indian  may  be  the  owner  of  any  such  motor  boat  or  other  craft,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  of  May  sixteenth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  six,  although  such  Indian  be  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  without  depriving  said  motor  boat  or  other  can&  of  the  bene* 
fits  and  privil^es  of  a  vessel  of  the  United  States. 

Sbc.  2.  That  a  certifioite  under  the  hand  of  any  officer  of  the  cus- 
toms of  Alaska,  to  the  effect  tiiat  the  applicant  for  one'  of  the  different 
licenses  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section  comes  within  one  of  the 
provisions  of  said  first  section  of  this  Act,  shall,  together  with  tlie 
affidavit  of  the  applicant  to  that  effect,  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
fact  that  said  applicant  is  entitled  to  the  privileges  conferred  upon 
said  Indians  by  the  first  section  of  this  Act. 

Saa  3.  lliat  this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Hundred  gross  tons  or  over,  and  shall  satisfy  themselves  that  such 
barge  is  of  a  structure  suitable  for  the  service  in  which  she  is  to  be 
employed,  has  suitable  accommodations  for  the  crew,  and  is  in  a  con- 
dition to  warrant  the  belief  that  she  may  be  used  in  navigation  with 
safety  to  life.  They  shall  then  issue  a  certificate  of  inspection  in  the 
manner  and  for  the  purposes  prescribed  in  sections  forty-four  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one  and  forty-four  hundred  and  twenty*three  of 
the  Bevised  Statotes.

Sec.  85.  Every  officer,  clerk,  a^t,  or  employee  of  the  United 
States,  and  every  person  representing  himself  to  be  or  assuming  to 
act  as  such  oificer,  clerk,  agent,  or  employee,  who,  under  color  of  his 
ofiice,  clerkship,  agency,  or  employment,  or  under  color  of  his  pre-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  amd  Howe  of  Bepresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  m  Congress  assembled^  That  the  words 
"  not  more  than  five  years  old  at  the  time  they  apply  for  registry  "  in 

section  five  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  opening, 
maintenance,  protection,  and  operation  of  the  Panama  Canal  and 
the  sanitation  and  government  of  the  Canal  Zone,"  are  hereby 
repealed. 

S£C.  2.  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  author- 
ized, whenever  in  his  discretion  the  needs  of  foreign  commerce  may 
require,  to  suspend  by  order,  so  far  and  for  such  len^h  of  time  as  he 
may  de^  desirable,  the  provisions  ol  lavr  prescribing  that  all  the 
watch  officers  of  vessels  or  the  United  States  registered  for  foreign 
trade  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Under  like  conditions,  in  like  manner,  and  to  like  extent  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  is  also  hereby  authorized  to  suspend  the 
provisions  of  the  law  requiring  survey,  inspection,  and  measurement 
by  officers  of  the  United  States  of  foreign-built  vessels  admitted  to 
American  registry  under  this  Act.

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and  the  islands  of  Guam  and  Tutuila,  being  wholly  owned  by  citizens 
of  the  United  States  or  corporations  organized  and  chartered  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  State  thereof,  the  president 
and  m^J^^p^z  directors  of  which  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  no  others,  may  be  registered  as  directed  in  this  titie.  For-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  section  forty- 
five  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States 
be«  and  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

^  Sso.  4516.  Iji  case  of  desertion  or  casnalty  resulting  in  tiie  loss 
of  one  or  more  of  the  seamen,  the  master  must  ship,  if  obtainable,  a 
number  equal  to  the  number  of  those  whose  services  he  has  been 
deprived  of  by  desertion  or  casualty,  who  must  be  of  the  same  or 
higher  grade  or  rating  with  those  wnose  places  they  fill,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  United  States  consul  at  the  first  j3ort  at  which  he 
diall  arrive,  without  incurring  the  penalty  prescribed  by  the  two 
preceding  sections.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  fishing  or  whaling 
vessels  or  yachts." 

Sso.  2.  lliat  in  all  merchant  vessels  of  the  United  States  of  more 
than  one  hundred  tons  ^oss,  excepting  those  navigating  rivers, 
harbors,  bays,  or  sounds  exclusively,  the  sailors  shall,  while  at  sea, 
be  divided  into  at  least  two,  and  the  firemen,  oilers,  and  water 
tenders  into  at  least  three  watches,  which  shall  be  kept  on  duty 
successively  for  the  performance  of  ordinary  work  incident  to  the 
sailing  and  manag^ent  of  the  vessel.  The  seamen  shall  not  be 
shipped  to  work  idtemately  in  the  fireroom  and  on  deck,  nor  shall 
those  shipped  for  deds  duty  be  required  to  work  in  the  fireiooai, 
or  vice  versa ;  but  these  provisions  shall  not  limit  either  the  authority 
of  the  master  or  other  officer  or  the  obedience  of  the  seamen  when, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  master  or  other  officer,  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  tiie  crew  are  needed  for  the  maneuvering  of  the  vessel  or  the 
performance  of  work  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  vessel  or  her 
cargo,  or  for  the  saving  of  life  aboard  other  vessels  in  jeopardy, 
or  when  in  port  or  at  sea  from  requiring  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  crew  to  partidpate  in  the  performance  of  fire,  lifeboat,  and  other 
drills.  While  such  vessel  is  m  a  sale  harbor  no  seaman  shall  be 
required  to  do  any  unnecessary  work  on  Sundays  or  tJie  following- 
named  days:  New  Year's  Day,  the  Fourth  of  July,  Labor  Day, 
Thanksgiving  Day,  and  Christmas  Day,  but  this  shall  not  prevent 
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the  dispatch  of  a  vessel  on  regular  schedule  or  wh^m  vesidy  to 
proceed  aa  her  voyage.  And  at  all  times  while  such  vessel  is  in  a 
safe  harbor,  nine  nours,  inclusive  of  the  anchor  watch,  shall  con- 
stitute a  day's  work.  Whenever  the  master  of  any  vessel  shall  fail 
to  comply  with  this  section,  the  seamen  shall  be  entitled  to  discharge 
from  such  vessel  and  to  receive  the  wages  earned.  But  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  fishing  or  whaling  vessels,  or  yachts. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  forty-five  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  the 
Bevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

^  Sea  4529.  The  master  or  owner  of  any  veEsel^  making  coasting 
voyages  shall  pay  to  every  seaman  his  wages  within  two  days  after 
the  termination  of  the  agreement  under  which  he  was  shipped, 
or  at  the  time  such  seaman  is  discharged,  whichever  first  happens; 
and  in  case  of  vessels  making  foreign  voyages,  or  from  a  port  on 
the  Atlantic  to  a  port  on  the  Pacific,  or  vice  versa,  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  cargo  has  been  discharged,  or  within  four  days 
•fter  the  seaman  has  bem  discharged,  whichever  first  happens; 
and  in  all  cases  the  seaman  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  at  tiie  time 
of  his  discharge  on  acooimt  of  wages  a  sum  equal  to  one-third  part 
of  the  balance  due  him.  Every  master  or  owner  who  refuses  or 
neglects  to  make  payment  in  tne  manner  hereinbefore  mentioned 
without  sufficient  cause  shall  pay  to  the  seaman  a  sum  equal  to  two 
days*  pay  for  each  and  every  day  during  which  payment  is  delayed 
beyond  the  respective  periods,  which  sum  shall  be  recoverable  as 
wages  in  any  daim  made  before  tiie  court;  but  this  section  shall 
not  applv  to  masters  or  owners  of  any  vessel  the  seamen  of  which 
aie  oititled  to  sbare  in  the  profits  of  the  cruise  or  voyage.^ 

Ssc.  4.  That  section  forty-five  hundred  and  tiiirty  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  tiie  United  States  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

"  Sec.  4630.  Every  seaman  on  a  vessel  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  on  demand  from  the  master  of  the  vessel  to 
which  he  belongs  one-half  part  of  the  wages  which  he  shall  have  then 
earned  at  every  port  where  such  vessel,  after  the  voyage  has  been 
commenced,  shall  load  or  deliver  cargo  before  the  voyage  is  ended 
and  all  stipulations  in  the  contract  to  the  contrary  shidl  be  void: 
Provided^  Such  a  demand  shall  not  be  made  before  the  expiration  of, 
nor  oftoner  than  once  in  five  da3rs.  Any  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
master  to  comply  with  this  demand  shall  release  the  seaman  from  his 
contract  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  full  payment  of  wages  earned. 
And  when  the  voyage  is  ended  every  such  seaman  shall  l)e  entitled 
to  the  remainder  of  the  wages  which  shall  then  be  due  him,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  forty-five  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  the  Revised 
Statutes:  Provided  further ^  That  notwithstanding  any  release  signed 
by  any  seaman  wadet  sectitm  f orty*five  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the 
Bevised  Statutes  any  court  having  jurisdicti<m  may  upon  good  cause 
shown  set  aside  such  release  and  take  such  action  as  justice  shall 
require:  And  provided  further^  That  this  section  shall  apply  to  sea- 
men on  foreign  vessels  while  in  harbors  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
courts  of  the  United  States  shall  be  open  to  such  seamen  for  its 
enforcement." 
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Saa  ft.  That  seetiim  forty-five  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  Be- 
vised Statutes  of  tiie  United  States  be,  and  is  hnebyy  amoided  to 
read  as  follows : 

^  Sec.  4559.  Upon  a  complaint  in  writing,  signed  by  the  first  and 
second  officers  or  a  majority  of  the  crew  of  any  vesselj  while  in  a 
foreign  port,  that  such  vessel  is  in  an  unsuitable  condition  to  go  to 
SM  because  she  is  lealgr  or  insufBciently  supplied  with  sails,  rigging, 
anchors,  or  any  other  equipment,  or  tiiat  the  crew  is  insufficient  to 
man  her,  or  that  her  proviraons,  stores,  and  supplies  are  not  or  have 
not  been  during  the  voyage  sufScient  or  wholesome,  thereupon,  in 
imy  of  ^ese  or  like  cases  the  consul  or  a  commercial  agent  wno  may 
discharge  any  of  the  duties  of  a  consul  shall  cause  to  be  appointed 
three  persons  of  like  qualifications  with  those  described  in  section 
forty-nve  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  who  shall  proceed  to  examine 
into  the  cause  of  complaint  and  who  shall  proceed  and  be  governed 
in  all  theirproceedings  as  provided  by  said  section.'' 

Sfic.  6.  Tnat  section  two  of  the  Act  entitled  ^^An  Act  to  amend  the 
laws  rekliag  to  navigation,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  be,  and  is  h^by,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

^Sbc.  2.  That  on  all  merchant  vessels  of  the  United  States  the 
constaruction  of  which  shall  be  begun  after  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
except  yachts,  pilot  boats,  or  vessels  of  less  than  one  himdred  tons 
register,  every  place  appropriated  to  the  crew  of  the  vessel  shall  have 
a  space  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  cubic  feet  and  not 
less  than  sixte^  square  feet,  measured  on  the  floor  or  deck  of  that 
place,  for  eadi  seaman  or  apprentice  lodged  therein,  and  each  sea- 
man s^dl  have  a  a^ante  berth  and  not  more  than  one  berth  shall 
be  placed  one  above  another;  such  place  or  lodging  sludl  be  securely 
constructed,  properly  lighted,  drained,  heated,  ana  ventilated,  prop- 
erly protected  from  weather  and  sea,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  prop- 
erly shut  off  and  protected  from  the  effluvium  of  cargo  or  bilge  water. 
And  every  such  crew  space  shall  be  kept  free  from  goods  or  stores  not 
being  the  personal  property  of  the  crew  occupying  said  place  in  use 
during  the  voyage. 

^  That  in  addition  to  the  space  allotment  for  lod^ngs  hereinbefore 
peo^ded,  on  idl  mnchant  vessels  of  the  United  States  whidi  m 
the  ordinary  course  of  their  trade  make  voyages  of  mem  than  three 
days'  duration  between  ports,  and  which  carry  a  crew  of  twelve  or 
more  seamen,  there  shall  be  constructed  a  compartment,  suitably 
separated  from  other  spaces,  for  hospital  purposes,  and  such  com- 
partment shall  have  at  least  one  bunk  for  every  twelve  seamen,  con- 
stituting her  crew,  provided  that  not  more  than  six  bunks  shall  be 
required  in  any  case, 

Evoy  steamboat  of  the  United  States  plying  upcm  the  Mississippi 
Biviw  or  its  tributaries  dball  fumisdi  an  appropriate  {dace  for  the 
crew,  which  shall  ccmform  to  the  requirements  ox  this  section,  so  far 
as  they  are  applicable  thereto,  by  providing  sleeping  room  in  <3ie 
engine  room  of  such  steamboat,  properly  protected  from  the  cold, 
wind,  and  rain  by  means  of  suitable  awnings  or  screens  on  either  side 
of  the  guards  or  sides  and  forward,  reaching  from  the  boiler  deck  to 
the  lower  or  main  deck,  under  the  direction  and  approval  of  the 
Supervising  Injector  C^eral  of  Steam  VoiMol%  and  shall  be  prop^ 
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**A11  merchant  vessels  of  the  United  States,  the  construction  of 
which  shall  be  begun  after  the  passage  of  this  act  having  more  than 
ten  men  on  deck  must  have  at  least  one  light,  clean,  and  properly 
ventilated  washing  place.  There  shall  be  provided  at  least  one  wash- 
ing outfit  for  every  two  men  of  the  watch.  The  washing  place  shall 
be  properly  heated.  A  separate  washing  place  shall  be  provided  for 
the  fireroom  and  exiAne*roain  men,  if  th«r  number  exceed  ten.  which 
shall  be  large  enough  to  accommodate  at  least  one-oxtfa  of  tnem  at 
the  same  time,  and  have  hot  and  cold  water  supply  and  a  sufficient 
number  of  wash  basins,  sinks,  and  shower  baths. 

"Any  failure  to  comply  with  this  section  shall  subject  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  vessels  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than 
$600:  Provided^  That  forecastles  shall  be  fumigated  at  such  intervals 
as  may  be  provided  by  regulations  to  be  issued  by  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral of  the  Public  Health  Service,  with  the  approval  of  tiie  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  and  shi^  have  at  least  two  exits,  one  of  which 
may  be  used  in  emergencies.^ 

Seo.  7.  That  section  forty-five  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  the  United  States  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

"  Sec.  4596.  Whenever  any  seaman  who  has  been  lawfully  engaged 
or  any  apprentice  to  the  sea  service  conmiits  any  of  the  foUowmg 
offenses,  he  shall  be  pnni^ed  as  follows : 

^  First  For  desertion,  by  forfeiture  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  clothes 
or  effects  he  leaves  on  bosmi  and  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  wages  or 
emoluments  which  he  has  then  earned. 

"Second.  For  neglecting  or  refusing  without  reasonable  cause  to 
join  his  vessel  or  to  proceed  to  sea  in  his  vessel,  or  for  absence  with- 
out leave  at  any  time  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  vessel's  sailing 
from  any  port,  either  at  the  commencement  or  during  the  progress 
of  the  vc^rage,  or  for  absence  at  any  time  without  leave  and  without 
sufficient  reason  from  his  yessA  and  from  his  duty,  not  amounting  to 
desertion,  by  forfeiture  from  his  wages  of  not  more  than  two  days' 
pay  or  sufficient  to  defray  any  expoises  which  shall  have  been  prop- 
erly incurred  in  hiring  a  substitute. 

"Third.  For  quitting  the  vessel  without  leave,  after  her  arrival 
at  the  port  of  her  delivery  and  before  she  is  placed  in  security,  by 
forfeiture  from  his  wages  of  not  more  than  one  month's  pay. 

"  Fourth.  For  willful  disobedience  to  any  lawful  command  at  sea, 
by  being,  at  the  option  of  the  master,  placed  in  irons  until  such  dis- 
obedience shall  cease,  and  upon  arrival  in  port  by  f orfdture  from  his 
wages  of  not  more  tnan  four  days'  pay,  or,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  month. 

"Fifth.  For  continued  willful  disobedience  to  lawful  command  or 
continued  willful  neglect  of  duty  at  sea,  by  being,  at  the  option  of 
the  master,  placed  in  irons,  on  bread  and  water,  with  full  rations 
every  fifth  day,  until  such  disobedience  shall  cease,  and  u^n  arrival 
in  port  by  forfeiture,  for  erery  twenty-four  hours'  continuance  of 
such  disobedience  or  neglect,  ox  a  sum  of  not  more  than  twelve  davs 
pay,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  three  monlAis,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Sixth.  For  assaulting  any  master  or  mate,  by  imprisonment  for 

not  more  than  two  years. 
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^Seventh.  For  willfully  damaging  the  vessel,  or  embezzling  or 
willfully  damaging  any  of  the  stores  or  cargo,  by  forfeiture  out  of 

his  wages  of  a  sum  equal  in  amount  to  the  loss  thereby  sustained, 
and  also,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  twelve  months. 

"  Eighth.  For  any  act  of  smuggling  for  which  he  is  convicted  and 
whereby  loss  or  damage  is  occasioned  to  the  master  or  owner,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  such  master  or  owner  such  a  sum  as  is  sufficient  to 
reimburse  tiie  master  or  owner  for  such  loss  or  dama^,  and  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  his  wages  may  be  retained  in  satisfaction  or  on  account 
of  such  liability,  and  ne  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  period 
of  not  more  than  twelve  months." 

Sec.  8.  That  section  forty-six  hundred  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  United  States  be.  and  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Six;.  4600.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  ail  consular  officers  to  discoun- 
tenance insubordination  by  evenr  means  in  their  power  and,  where 
the  local  auiliorities  can  be  usefully  employed  for  that  purpose,  to 
lend  their  aid  and  use  their  exertions  to  tnat  end  in  the  effectual 
manner.  In  all  cases  where  seamen  or  officers  are  accused,  the  con- 
sular officer  shall  inquire  into  the  facts  and  proceed  as  provided  in 
section  forty-five  hundred  and  eighty -three  of  the  Revised  Statutes ; 
and  the  officer  discharging  such  seaman  shall  enter  upon  the  crew 
list  and  ^pping  articles  and  official  log  the  cause  of  such  discharge 
and  the  particulars  in  which  the  cruel  or  unusual  treatment  consisted 
and  subscribe  his  name  tl^reto  officially.  He  shall  read  the  entry 
made  in  tihe  c^cial  log  to  the  master,  and  his  reply  thereto,  if  any, 
shall  likewise  be  entered  and  subscribed  in  the  same  manner.** 

Sec.  9.  That  section  forty-six  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

SsG.  4611.  Flogging  and  all  other  forms  of  corporal  punishment 
are  hereby  prohibited  on  board  of  any  vessel,  and  no  form  of  corporal 
punishment  on  board  of  any  vessel  shall  be  deemed  justifiable,  and 
any  master  or  o^r  officer  thereof  who  shall  violate  the  aforesaid 
provisions  of  this  secti<m,  or  either  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  thi^ee 
months  nor  more  than  two  years.  Whenever  any  officer  other  than 
the  master  of  such  vessel  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  section, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  master  to  surrender  such  officer  to  the 
proper  authorities  as  soon  as  practicable,  provided  he  has  actual 
knowledge  of  the  misdemeanor,  or  complaint  thereof  is  made  within 
three  days  after  reaching  port.  Any  failure  on  the  pait  of  such 
master  to  use  due  diligence  to  comply  herewitii,  which  failure  shall 
result  in  the  escape  of  such  officer,  shall  render  the  master  or  vessel 
or  the  owner  of  tne  vessel  liable  in  damages  for  such  flogging  or  cor- 
poral punishment  to  the  person  illegally  punished  by  such  officer." 

Sec.  10.  That  section  twenty-three  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to 
amend  the  laws  relating  to  American  seamen,  for  the  protection  of 
such  seamen,  and  to  promote  commerce,"  approv^  December 
twenty-first)  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  be,  and  is  hereby, 
amended  as  regards  the  items  of  water  and  butter,  so  that  m  lieu  of  a 
daily  requirement  of  four  quarts  of  water  there  sdiall  be  a  require- 
ment of  five  quarts  of  water  every  day,  and  in  lieu  of  a  daily  require- 
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ment  of  one  ounce  of  butter  there  shall  be  a  i-equirement  of  two 

ounces  of  butter  every  day.  .,1^4     *  _x  x 

Sec.  11.  That  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  entitled  An  Act  to 
amend  the  laws  relating  to  American  seamen,  for  the  protection 
of  such  seamen,  and  to  promote  commerce,"  approved  December 
twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  be,  and  is  hereby, 
amenaed  to  read  as  follows : 

**  Sec.  24.  That  section  ten  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  as  amended  by 
section  three  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty -one  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  to 

read  as  follows :  ,     «.  1  • 

"*  Sbo.  10.  (a).  That  it  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  made  unlawful  m 
any  case  to  pay  any  sesunan  wages  in  advance  01  the  time  when  he 
has  actually  earned  the  same,  or  to  pay  such  advance  wages,  or  to 
make  any  order,  or  note,  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  therefor 
to  any  other  person,  or  to  pay  any  person,  for  the  shipment  of  seamen 
when  payment  is  deducted  or  to  be  deducted  from  a  seaman's  wa^es. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100,  and 
may  also  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  six  months,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court  The  payment  of  such  advance  wages  or 
allotment  shall  in  no  case  except  as  herein  provided  absolve  the 
vessel  or  the  master  or  the  owner  thereof  from  the  full  payment  of 
wages  after  the  same  shall  have  been  actually  earned,  and  shall  be 
no  defense  to  a  libel  suit  or  action  for  the  recovery  of  such  wages.  If 
any  person  ^all  demand  or  receive,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  from 
any  seaman  or  other  person  seeking  employment,  as  seaman,  or  from 
any  person  on  his  behalf,  any  remuneration  whatever  for  providing 
him  with  employment,  he  shall  for  every  such  offense  be,  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  sl»U  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  six 
months  or  fined  not  more  than  $500. 

***(b)  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  seaman  to  stipulate  in  his 
shipping  agreement  for  an  allotment  of  any  portion  of  the  wages  he 
may  earn  to  his  grandparents,  parents,  wife,  sister,  or  children. 

" '  (c)  That  no  allotment  shall  be  valid  unless  in  writing  and  signed 
by  ana  approved  by  the  shipping  commissioner.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  commissioner  to  examine  such  allotments  and  the 
parties  to  tiiem  and  enforce  compliance  with  the  law.  All  stipula- 
tions tot  the  allotment  of  any  part  of  the  wages  of  a  seaman  during 
his  absence  which  are  made  at  tJie  comm^cement  of  the  voyage 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  agreement  and  shall  state  the  amounts  and 
times  of  the  payments  to  be  made  and  the  persons  to  whom  the  pay- 
ments are  to  be  made. 

"'(d)  That  no  allotment  except  as  provided  for  in  this  section 
shall  be  lawful.  Any  person  who  shall  falsely  claim  to  be  such  rela- 
tion,  as  above  described,  of  a  seaman  under  this  section  shall  for 
every  such  offraose  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500  or  imfKris- 
onment  not  exceeding  six  months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

**  *(e)  That  this  section  shall  apply  as  well  to  fomipi  vessds  while 
in  waters  of  the  United  States,  as  to  vessels  of  the  TTnited  States,  and 
any  master,  owner,  consignee,  or  agent  of  any  f  oreigBi  vessel  who  has 
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violated  its  provisions  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalty  that  the 
master,  owner,  or  agent  of  a  vessel  of  the  United  States  would  be  for 
similar  violation. 

"'The  ma&ter,  owner,  consignee,  or  agent  of  any  vessel  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  any  foreign  vessel  seeking  clearance  from  a  port 
of  the  United  States,  ^aJl  present  his  shipping  articles  at  the  <^tee 
of  clearance,  and  no  clearance  shall  be  granted  any  such  vessd  unless 
the  provisions  of  this  section  have  been  complied  with. 

"'(f)  That  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  the 
Commissioner  of  Navigation  shall  make  regulations  to  carry  out  this 
section.' " 

Sec.  12.  That  no  wages  due  or  accruing  to  wy  seaman  or  appren- 
tice shall  be  subject  to  attachment  or  arrestment  from  any  court, 
and  every  payment  of  wi^es  to  a  seaman  or  apprentice  dudl  be  valid 

in  law,  notwithstanding  any  previous  sale  or  assignment  of  wages  or 
of  any  attachment,  encumbrance,  or  arrestment  thereon;  and  no 
assignment  or  sale  of  wages  or  of  salvage  made  prior  to  the  accruing 
thereof  shall  bind  the  party  making  the  same,  except  such  allotments 
as  are  authorized  by  this  title.  This  section  shaU  apply  to  fishermen 
employed  on  fishing  vessels  as  well  as  to  seamen:  Provided,  That 
noming  contained  in  this  or  any  preceding  section  shall  interfere  with 
the  order  of  any  court  regarding  the  payment  by  any  seaman  of  any 
part  of  his  wages  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  his  wife  and 
minor  children.  Section  forty-five  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  That  no  vessel  of  one  hundred  tons  gross  and  upward, 
except  those  navigating  rivers  exclusively  and  the  smaller  inland 
lakes  and  except  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  Act,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  depart  fnnn  any  port  of  the  United  States  unless  she  has 
on  board  a  crew  not  lees  than  seventy-five  per  centum  of  whi(^  in 
each  department  thereof,  are  able  to  understand  any  order  given  by 
the  officers  of  such  vessel,  nor  unless  forty  per  centum  in  the  first 
year,  forty-five  per  centum  in  the  second  year,  fifty  per  centum  in 
the  third  year,  fifty-five  per  centum  in  the  fourth  year  after  the 
passage  of  this  Act,  and  thereafter  sixty-five  per  centum  of  her  deck 
crew,  exclusive  of  licensed  officers  and  apprentices,  are  of  a  rating 
not  less  than  able  seaman.  Every  person  shall  be  rated  an  able 
seaman,  and  qualified  for  service  as  such  on  the  seas,  who  is  mneteen 
yeiu:s  of  age  or  upward,  and  has  had  at  least  three  years'  service  coi 
deck  at  sea  or  on  tiie  Great  Lakes,  on  a  vessel  or  vessels  to  which  this 
section  applies,  including  decked  fishing  vessels,  naval  vessels  or 
coast  guard  vessels ;  and  every  person  shall  be  rated  an  able  seaman, 
and  qualified  to  serve  as  such  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  on  the  smaller 
lakes,  bays  or  sounds,  who  is  nineteen  years  of  age  or  upward  and 
has  had  at  least  eighteen  months'  service  on  deck  at  sea  or  on  the 
Great  Lakes  or  on  the  smaller  lakes,  bays,  or  sounds,  on  a  vessel  or 
vessids  to  which  this  sectum  applies,  including  decked  fishing  vessels, 
naval  vessels,  or  coast  guard  vessels;  and  graduates  of  echooL  ships 
approved  by  and  conducted  under  rules  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
01  Commerce  may  be  rated  able  seamen  after  twelve  month's  service 
at  sea :  Provided,  That  upon  examination,  under  rules  prescribed  by 
the  Department  of  Commerce  as  to  eyesight,  hearing,  and  physical 
condition,  such  persons  or  graduates  are  found  to  be  competent: 
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Provided  fvsrther^  That  upon  exammation,  under  rules  prescribed  by 
the  Department  of  Commerce  as  to  eyesight,  hearing,  physical  con- 
dition, and  knowledge  of  the  diities  of  seamanship  a  person  found 
competent  may  be  rated  as  able  seam^  after  having  served  on  deck 
twelve  mcmths  at  sea,  or  on  the  Great  Lakes;  but  seamen  examined 
and  rated  able  seamen  under  this  provisio  shall  not  in  any  case  com- 
pose more  than  one-fourth  of  the  number  of  able  seamen  required 
by  this  section  to  be  shipped  or  employed  upon  any  vessel. 

Any  person  may  make  applicaticm  to  any  board  of  local  inspectors 
for  a  certificate  or  service  as  able  seaman,  and  upon  proof  being  made 
to  said  board  by  affidavit  and  iHramination,  under  rales  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  Commerce^  dbowing  the  mitionality  and  age  of  the 
applicant  and  the  vessel  or  vessels  on  which  he  has  had  service  and 
that  he  is  entitled  to  such  certificate  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  board  of  local  inspectors  shaU  issue  to  said  applicant  a 
certificate  of  service,  which  shall  be  retained  by  him  and  be  accepted 
as  prima  facie  evidence  of  his  rating  as  an  able  seaman. 

Each  board  of  local  inspectors  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  all 
eertificates  of  service  issued  by  them  and  to  whom  issued  and  shall 
kwp  cm  file  the  affidavits  upon  which  said  certiy&cates  are  issued. 

'Die  collector  of  customs  may,  upon  his  own  motion,  and  shall, 
upon  the  sworn  information  of  any  reputable  citizen  of  the  United 
States  setting  forth  that  this  section  is  not  being  complied  with, 
cause  a  muster  of  the  crew  of  any  vessel  to  be  made  to  determine 
the  fact;  and  no  clearance  shall  be  given  to  any  vessel  failing  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section:  Provided^  That  the  col- 
lector of  customs  shall  not  be  required  to  cause  sudi  muster  of  the 
crew  to  be  made  unless  said  sworn  iiif(H:Buiti<m  hts  been  filed  with 
him  for  least  six  hours  befwe  tibe  vessel  departs,  or  is  scheduled 
to  depart:  Provided  further^  That  any  person  that  shall  knowingly 
make  a  false  affidavit  for  such  purpose  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
perjury  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  $500  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  within  the  discretion  of  the 
court.  Any  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  by  tibe  owner, 
master,  or  <^oer  in  charge  of  the  vessel  shall  subject  die  owner  ox 
soch  v^asd  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $100  and  n^  more  than  $500: 
And  provided  further^  That  the  Secretary  of  Ccmmerce  shall  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  nothing  herein  shall  be  held  or  con- 
strued to  prevent  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Conuneroe,  from  making  rules  and 
reflations  autherized  by  law  as  to  veawJfl  excluded  from  the  oper- 
ation of  this  seetioiL 

SwJ.  14.  That  section  forty-four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  follow- 
ing :  "  The  powers  bestowed  by  this  section  upon  the  Board  of 
Supervising  Inspectors  in  respect  of  lifeboats,  floats,  rafts,  life  pre- 
serrers,  and  other  life-saving  appliances  and  equipment,  and  the  fur- 
ther requirements  herein  as  to  davits,  embarkation  of  passengers  in 
lifeboats  and  rafts,  and  the  manning  of  lifeboato  and  rafts,  and  the 
musters  and  drills  of  the  crews,  on  steamers  navigating  &e  oceui,  or 
any  lake,  bay,  or  sound  of  the  United  States,  on  and  uter  July  first. 
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nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions, 
limitations,  and  minimum  requirements  of  the  regulations  herein  set 
forth,  and  all  such  vessels  shall  thereafter  be  required  to  comply  in 
all  respects  therewith:  Provided,  That  foreign  vessels  leaving  ports 
of  the  United  States  shall  comply  with  the  rules  herein  prescribed 
as  to  life-saving  appliaaoes^  their  equipment,  and  the  manning  of 
same."

Each  boat  must  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  enable  it  to  be  safely 
lowered  into  the  water  when  loaded  with  its  full  complement  of  per- 
sons and  equipment 


AlilEHNATIVX  TTFSS  OP  BOATS  AND  RAFE8 

Any  type  of  boat  may  be  accepted  as  equivalent  to  a  boat  of  one 
of  the  prescribed  classes  and  any  type  of  raft  as  equivalent  to  an 
apprOYM  pontoon  raft,  if  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors,  wttii 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  is  satisfied  by  suitable 

trials  that  it  is  as  effective  as  the  standard  types  of  the  class  in  ques- 
tion, or  as  the  approved  type  of  pontoon  raft,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Motor  boats  may  be  accepted  if  they  comply  with  the  requirements 
laid  dowji  for  boats  of  the  first  class,  but  only  to  a  limited  number, 
which  number  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Superviniig 
Inspectors,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Conmierce. 

No  boat  may  be  approved  the  buoyancy  of  which  depends  upon 
the  previous  adjustment  of  one  of  the  principal  parts  of  the  hull  or 
which  has  not  a  cubic  capacity  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  cubic  feet.

The  external  buoyancy  may  be  of  cork  or  of  any  other  equally 
efficient  material,  but  such  buoyancy  shall  not  be  secured  by  the  use 
of  rushes,  cork  shavings,  loose  granulated  cork,  or  any  other  loose 
granulated  substance,  or  by  any  means  dependent  upon  inflati<m 
by  air.

The  minimum  freeboard  of  boats  of  this  type  is  independent  of 
their  lengths  and  depends  <mlv  up<m  their  depth.  The  depth  of  the

All  pontoon  lifeboats  shall  be  fitted  with  efficient  means  for  quickly 
clearing  the  deck  of  water.  The  orifices  for  this  purpose  shall  be 
such  that  the  water  can  not  enter  tiie  boat  through  them  when  they 
are  intermittin^ly  submerged.   The  number  and  size  of  the  orifices 

shall  be  determined  for  each  type  of  boat  by  a  special  test. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  test  the  pontoon  boat  shall  be  loaded  with 
a  weight  of  iron  or  bags  of  sand,  equal  to  that  of  its  complement  of 
persons  and  equipment. 

In  the  case  of  a  boat  twenty-eight  feet  in  length  two  tons  of  water 
shall  be  cleared  from  the  boat  in  a  time  not  ex(%eding  the  following: 
type  IC,  axty  seconds;  type  2B,  sixty  seconds;  type  20,  twenty 
seconds. 

In  the  case  of  a  boat  having  a  length  greater  or  less  than  twenty- 
eight  feet  the  weight  of  water  to  be  cleared  in  the  same  time  shall  be, 
for  each  type,  directly  proportional  to  the  length  of  the  boat. 

CONSTBUCTION  OF  BOATS 

Open  lifeboats  of  the  first  class  (types  lA  and  IB)  must  have  a 
mean  sheer  at  least  equal  to  four  per  centum  of  their  length. 

The  air  cases  of  open  boats  of  the  &rst  class  shall  be  placed  along 
the  sides  of  the  boat;  they  may  also  be  placed  at  the  ends  of  the 

boat,  but  not  in  the  bottom  of  the  boat. 

Pontoon  lifeboats  may  be  built  of  wood  or  metal.  If  constructed 
of  wood,  they  shall  have  the  bottom  and  deck  made  of  two  thick- 
nesses with  textile  material  between ;  if  of  metal,  they  shall  be  divided 
into  water-tight  compartments  with  means  oi  access  to  each  com- 
partment. 

AU  boats  shall  be  fitted  f&t  the  use  ol  a  steering  oar. 

No  type  of  pontoon  raft  may  be  approved  imleBB  it  satisfies  the 
f ollowintr  conditions : 

First.  It  should  be  reversible  and  fitted  with  bulwarks  of  wood, 
canvas,  or  other  suitable  material  on  both  sides.  These  bulwark 
may  be  collapsible. 

l^econd.  It  should  be  of  such  size,  strength,  and  weight  that  it  can 
be  handled  without  mechanical  appliances,  and,  if  necessary,  be 
thrown  from  the  vessel's  deck. 

Third.  It  should  have  not  less  than  three  cubic  feet  of  air  cases  or 
equivalent  buoyancy  for  each  person  whom  it  can  acconmiodate. 
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Fourth,  it  should  have  a  deck  area  of  not  less  tiiaii  four  square 
feet  for  each  person  whom  it  can  accommodate  and  the  platform 
should  not  be  kn  tban  siz  inches  above  the  water  level  when  the  raft

Fifth.  The  air  cases  or  equivalent  buoyancy  should  be  placed  as 

near  as  possible  to  the  sides  of  the  raft

Fin^  The  numbo*  of  persons  which  a  boat  of  one  of  the  standard 
types  or  a  pcmtoon  raft  can  acconmiodate  is  equal  to  the  greatest 
whole  number  obtained  by  dividing  the  capacity  m  cubic  feet,  or  the 
surface  in  square  feet,  of  the  boat  or  of  the  raft  by  the  8*«ndard  unit 
of  capacity,  or  unit  of  surface  (according  to  drcuni£tonoes) ,  defined

Second.  The  cubic  capacity  in  feet  of  a  boat  in  which  the  number 
of  persons  is  determined  by  the  surface  shall  be  assumed  to  be  ten 
times  the  number  of  persons  which  it  is  authorized  to  carry. 
Third.  The  standard  units  of  capacity  and  surface  are  as  follows :

there  is  proper  seating  accommodation,  the  latter  number  being  de- 
termined in  such  a  way  that  the  persons  when  seated  do  not  interfere 
in  any  way  with  the  use  of  the  oars.

In  test  for  determininff  the  number  of  persons  which  a  boat  or  pon- 
toon raft  can  accommodate  each  person  shall  be  assumed  to  be  an 
adult  person  wearing  a  life  jacket. 

In  verifications  of  freeboard  the  pontoon  boats  shall  be  loaded  with 
a  weight  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  dzty-five  pounds  for  eadi  adult 
perscm  that  the  pontoon  boat  is  authorized  to  carry. 

In  all  cases  two  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  diall  be 
reckoned  as  one  person. 

CUBIO  CAPACITY  OF  OFEN  BOATS  OF  THS  FIBST  GXiASS 

First.  The  cubic  capacity  of  an  open  boat  of  type  lA  or  IB  shall 
be  determined  by  Stirling's  (Simpson's)  rule  or  by  any  other  method, 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors,  giving  the  same 
degree  of  accuracy.  The  capacity  of  a  square-sterned  boat  shall  be 
calculated  as  if  the  boat  had  a  pointed  stern. 

Second.  For  example,  the  capacity  in  cubic  feet  of  a  boat,  calcu- 
lated by  the  aid  of  Stirling's  ruley  may  be  considered  as  given  by  the 
following  formula : 

Capacity=^  (4A+2B+4C), 

1  being  the  length  of  the  boat  in  meters  (or  feet)  from  the  inside  of 
the  planking  or  plating  at  the  stem  to  the  corresponding  point  at  the 
stem  post;  in  the  case  of  a  boat  with  a  sqiiare  stem,  me  length  is 
measured  to  the  inside  of  the  transom. 

A,  B,  C  denote,  respectively,  ihe  areas  of  the  cross  sections  at  the 
quarter  length  forward,  amidships,  and  the  (quarter  length  aft,  which 
correspond  to  the  three  points  obtained  by  dividing  1  into  four  equal 
parts.  (The  areas  corresponding  to  the  two  ends  of  the  boat  are 
considered  negligible.) 

The  areas  A,  B,  C  shall  be  deemed  to  be  given  in  square  feet  by  the 
siMcessive  application  of  the  fcdlowing  formula  to  eadi  of  the  three 
eroBB  aectioitti: 

Area --^(a + 4b +2c + 4d + e) , 

h  being  the  depth  measured  in  meters  (or  in  feet)  inside  the  plaxdting 
or  plating  from  the  keel  to  the  level  of  the  gunwale,  or,  in  certain 
cases,  to  a  lower  level,  as  determined  hereafter. 

a,  D,  c,  d,  e  denote  the  horizontal  breadths  of  the  boat  measured  in 
feet  at  the  upper  and  lower  points  of  the  depth  and  at  the  three  points 
obtained  by  dividing  h  into  four  equal  parts  (a  and  e  being  tbe 
breadths  at  the  extreme  points,  and  c  at  tiie  middle  point,  of  h). 

Third.  If  the  riieer  of  the  gunwale,  measured  at  the  two  points 
situated  at  a  quarter  of  the  length  of  the  boat  frwn  the  ends,  exceeds 
«De  per  centum  of  the  length  of  the  boat,  the  depth  employed  in 
calculating  the  area  of  the  cross  sections  A  or  C  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  depth  amidships  plus  one  per  centum  of  the  length  of  the  boat.

Fourth.  If  the  depth  of  the  boat  amidships  exceeds  forty-five  per 
centum  of  the  breaath,  the  depth  employed  in  calculating  the  area 
of  the  midship  cross  section  6  shall  be  deemed  to  be  equal  to  forty- 
five  per  centum  of  the  breadth;  and  the  dep^  employed  in  calcu- 
lating the  areas  of  the  quarter-loigth  sections  A  ami  G  is  dbtained 
by  increasiiig  this  last  figure  b^  an  amount  equal  to  one  per  centum 
of  the  length  of  the  boat,  provided  that  in  no  case  shaU  tiie  depths 
employed  m  the  calculation  exceed  the  actual  depths  at  these  pomts. 

Fifth.  If  the  depth  of  the  boat  is  greater  than  tour  feet,  the  number 
of  persons  given  by  the  application  of  this  rule  shall  be  reduced  in 
proportion  to  the  ratio  of  four  feet  to  the  actual  depth,  until  the  boat 
has  been  satisfactorily  tested  afio«t  with  that  number  of  persons  on 
board  all  wearing  life  jackets. 

Sixth.  The  Board  of  Supwvising  Inspectors  shall  impose,  by  suit- 
able formulae,  a  limit  for  the  number  of  persons  allowed  m  boats  witii 
very  fine  ends  and  in  boats  very  full  in  form. 

seventh.  The  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors  may  by  regulation 
assign  to  a  boat  a  capacity  equal  to  the  product  of  the  length,  the 
breadth,  and  the  depth  multiplied  by  six-tenths  if  it  is  evident  that 
this  formula  does  not  give  a  greater  capacity  than  that  obtained  by 
the  above  method.  The  dimffliwfflaR  shall  then  be  measussd  in  the 
following  manner: 

Length.  From  the  intersection  of  the  outside  of  the  planking  with 
the  stem  to  the  corresponding  point  at  tibe  stempost  cnr,  in  the  case 
of  a  square-sterned  boat,  to  the  afterside  of  the  transom. 

Breadth.  From  the  outside  of  the  planking  at  the  point  where  the 
breadth  of  the  boat  is  greatest. 

Depth.  Amidships  inside  the  planking  from  the  keel  to  the  level  of 
the  gunwale,  but  the  depth  used  in  calculating  the  cubic  capacity  maj 
not  in  any  case  exceed  forty-five  per  centma  of  the  breadth. 

In  all  cases  the  vessel  owner  has  the  ri^ht  to  require  that  the 
cubic  capacity  of  the  boat  dudl  be  determmed  by  exact  measure- 
ment. 

Eighth.  The  cubic  capacity  of  a  motor  boat  is  obtained  from  the 
gross  capacity  by  deducting  a  volume  equal  to  that  occupied  bj  the 
motor  and  its  accessories.

First.  The  area  of  the  deck  of  a  pontoon  boat  of  type  IC,  2B,  <wr 
20  ^lall  be  determined  by  the  method  indicated  below  or  by  any 
other  method  giving  the  same  degree  of  accuracy.  The  same  rule  is 
to  be  applied  in  determining  the  area  within  the  fixed  bulwarks  of  a 
boat  01  type  2A.

MABKINQ  OF  BOATS  AND  PONTOON  BAFE8 

The  dimensions  of  the  boat  and  the  number  of  persons  which  it  is 
authorized  to  carry  shall  be  marked  on  it  in  clear,  permanofit 
characters,  according  to  regulations  by  the  Board  of  Supervising 

Inspectors,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce.  These  marfe 
shall  be  specifically  approved  by  the  officers  appointed  to  inspect  the 
ship. 

rontoon  rafts  shall  be  marked  with  Uie  number  of  persons  in  the 
SMne  manner. 

EQUIPMBNT  or  BOATS  AND  PONTOON  WOTB 

First.  The  normal  equipment  of  every  boat  shall  consist  of — 

(a)  A  single  banked  complement  of  oars  and  two  spare  oars;  one 
set  and  a  half  of  thole  pins  or  crutches ;  a  boat  hook. 

(b)  Two  plu^s  for  each  plug  hole  (plugs  are  not  required  when 
proper  automatic  valves  are  fiUed) ;  a  bailer  and  a  galvanized-iron 
bucket. 

(c)  A  tiller  or  yoke  and  yoke  lines. 

(d)  Two  hatch^. 

(e)  A  lamp  filled  with  oil  and  trimmed. 

(f )  A  mast  or  masts  with  one  good  sail  at  least,  and  proper  gear 
for  each.  (This  does  not  apply  to  motor  lifeboats  or  lifeboats  on 
the  Great  Lakes  or  other  inland  waters.) 

(g)  A  suitable  compass. 

Pontoon  lifeboats  will  have  no  plug  hole,  but  shall  be  provided 
with  at  least  two  Inlge  pumps. 

In  the  case  of  a  steamer  which  carries  passengers  in  the  North 
Atlantic,  all  the  boats  need  not  be  equipped  with  masts,  sails,  and 

compasses,  if  the  ship  is  provided  with  a  radiotelegraph  installation. 

Second.  The  normal  equipment  of  every  approved  pontoon  raft 
shall  consist  of — 

(a^  Four  oars. 

^b)  Five  rowlocks, 

(c)  A  self-isniting  life-buov  light. 

TTiird.  In  addition,  every  Doat  and  every  pontoon  raft  shall  be 

equipped  with — 

(a)  A  life  line  becketed  around  the  outside. 

(b)  A  sea  anchor. 
?c)  A  painter. 

(d)  A  vessel  containing  one  gallon  of  vegetable  or  animal  oil. 
The  vessel  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the  oil  can  be  easily  dis- 
tributed on  the  water  and  so  arranged  that  it  can  be  attached  to  the 
sea  anchor. 

(e)  A  water-tight  receptacle  containing  two  pounds  avoirdupois 
of  provisions  for  each  person,  except  on  vessels  navigating  Iresb 
water. 
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(f )  Water-tight  receptacle  containing  one  quart  for  each  person, 
except  on  vessel  navigating  fresh  water. 

(g)  A  number  of  self -igniting  "  red  lights "  and  a  water-tight 

box  of  matches.  »  j      v  u  * 

Fourth.  All  loose  equipment  must  be  securely  attached  to  the  boat 

or  pontoon  raft  to  which  it  belongs. 

•  STOWAGE  or  BOATS — NUMBER  OF  DAVITS 

The  minimum  number  of  sets  of  davits  is  fixed  in  relation  to  the 
length  of  the  vessel;  provided  that  a  number  of  sets  of  davits  greater 
t  than  the  number  of  boats  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the 

persons  on  board  may  not  be  required. 

HANDLING  OP  THE  BOATS   AND  RAFTS 

All  the  boats  and  rafts  must  be  stowed  in  such  a  way  that  they  can 
be  launched  in  the  shortest  possible  time  and  that,  even  under  unfa- 
vorable conditions  of  list  and  trim  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  han- 
dling of  the  boats  and  rafts,  it  may  be  possible  to  embark  in  them  as 
large  a  number  of  persons  as  possible.  ,  x  i  u 

The  arrangements  must  be  such  that  it  may  be  possible  to  i«inch 
on  either  side  of  the  vessel  as  large  a  number  of  boats  and  rafta  as 
possible. 

8IBBNGTH  AND  OPERATION  OP  THE  DAVITS 

The  davits  shall  be  of  such  strength  that  the  boats  can  be  lowered 
with  their  full  complement  of  persons  and  equipment,  the  vessel 

being  assumed  to  have  a  list  of  fifteen  degrees. 

The  davits  must  be  fitted  with  a  gear  of  sufficient  power  to  "»sure 
that  the  boat  can  be  turned  out  against  the  maximum  list  under 
which  the  lowering  of  the  boats  is  possible  on  the  vessel  in  question. 

CyrHXB  APPUANCES  BQUrVAIENT  TO  DAVITS 

Any  apphance  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  davits  or  sets  of  davits 
if  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce,  is  satisfied  after  proper  trials  that  the 
appliance  in  question  is  a^  effective  as  davits  for  placing  the  boats  in 
the  water. 

DAVITS 

Bach  set  of  davits  shall  have  a  boat  of  the  first  class  attached  to  it, 
provided  that  the  number  of  op«i  boats  of  the  first  class  attached  to 
davits  shall  not  be  less  than  the  minimum  number  fixed  by  the  table 

which  follows. 

If  it  is  neither  practicable  nor  reasonable  to  place  on  a  vessel  the 
minimum  number  of  sets  of  davits  required  by  the  rules,  the  Board  of 
Supo'vising  Inspectors,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Com- 
BWrce,  may  authorize  a  smaller  number  of  sets  of  davits  to  be  fitted, 
provided  always  that  this  number  shall  never  be  less  than  the  mim- 
mum  number  of  open  boats  <^  tba  fiiyit  class  required  bj  the  rules.

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If  a  laige  proportion  of  the  persons  on  board  are  accommodated  m 
boats  whose  length  is  greater  Oian  fifty  feet,  a  further  reduction  in 
the  number  of  sets  of  davits  may  be  allowed  exceptionally,  if  the 
Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secr^y 
of  Commerce,  is  satisfied  that  the  arrangements  are  in  all  respectb 
satisfactory. 

In  all  cases  in  which  a  reduction  in  the  minimum  number  of  sets  of

The  num*ber,  types,  and  capacity  of  lifeboats  and  life  rafts,  to- 
gether with  the  proportion  of  such  accommodation  to  the  number  of 
persons  on  board  which  shall  be  carried  on  steam  vessels  on  the  Great 
Lakes,  on  routes  three  miles  or  less  offshore  or  over  waters  whose 
depth  is  not  sufficient  to  submerge  all  the  decks  of  the  vessel,  and  on 
all  other  lakes,  and  on  rivers,  bays,  and  sounds,  shall  be  detennined 
by  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors,  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  Commerce. 

All  regulations  by  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors,  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  authorized  by  this  Act,  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  Congress  as  soon  as  practicable  after  they  are  made. 

The  Secretiuy  of  Commerce  is  authorized  in  specific  cases  to  ex- 
empt existing  vessels  from  the  requirements  of  this  section  that  the 
davits  shall  be  of  such  strength  and  shall  be  fitted  with  a  gear  &f 
sufficient  power  to  insure  that  the  boate  can  be  lowered  with  their 
full  complement  of  persons  and  equipment,  the  vessel  bein^  assumed 
to  have  a  list  of  fifteen  degrees,  where  their  strict  application  would 
not  be  practicable  or  reasonable. 

CaBHTAWOATEP  LIFEBOAT  MBN — ^MANNING  OF  TH£  BOAXB 

There  shall  be  for  each  boat  or  raft  a  number  of  lifeboat  men  at 
least  equal  to  that  specified  as  follows:  If  tiiie  boat  or  raft  carries 

twenty-five  persons  or  less,  the  minimum  number  of  certificated  life- 
boat men  sliall  be  one;  if  the  boat  or  raft  carries  twenty-six  persons 
and  less  than  forty-one  persons  the  minimum  number  of  certificated 
lifeboat  men  shall  be  two :  if  the  boat  or  raft  carries  forty-one  persons 
and  less  than  sixty -one  persons  the  minimum  number  of  certificated 
lifeboat  men  shall  be  three;  if  the  boat  or  raft  carries  from  sixty-one 
to  eighty-five  persons,  Ae  minimum  number  of  certificated  lifeboat 
men  shall  be  four;  if  the  boat  or  raft  oarries  from  eighty-six  to  one 
hundred  and  ten  persons,  the  minimum  number  of  oertmcated  life- 
boat men  shall  be  five;  if  the  boat  or  raft  carries  from  one  hundred 
and  eleven  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  persons,  the  minimum  number 
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of  oertificated  lifeboat  men  shall  be  six;  if  the  boat  or  raft  carries 
from  one  handred  and  sis^-one  to  two  hundred  and  ten  persons,  the 
Tninimntn  number  of  oertiiicated . lifeboat  men  shall  be  seven;  and, 
thereafter,  one  additional  certificated  lifeboat  man  for  each  addi- 
tional fifty  persons :  Provided^  That  if  the  raft  carries  fifteen  persons 
or  less  a  licensed  officer  or  able  seaman  need  not  be  placed  in  charge 
of  such  raft :  Provided  further.  That  one-half  the  number  of  rafts 
carried  shall  have  a  capacity  of  exceeding  fifteen  persons. 

The  allocation  of  the  certificated  lifeboat  men  to  each  boat  and  raft 
remains  within  the  diseroHon  of  the  master,  a^ooxding  to  the  cir- 
comstanoes. 

By  certificated  lifeboat  man "  is  meant  any  member  of  the  crew 
who  holds  a  certificate  of  efficiency  issued  under  the  authority  of  the 

Secretary  of  Commerce,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  provide  for  the 
issue  of  such  certificates. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  special  lifeboat  man's  certificate  the  appli- 
cant must  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  officer  designated  by  the 
Secr^ry  of  Commerce  that  he  has  been  trained  in  all  the  operations 
coimected  with  launching  lifeboats  and  the  use  of  oars;  that  he  is 
acquainted  wit^  the  practical  handling  of  the  boats  themselves ;  and, 
further,  that  he  is  capable  of  understanding  and  answering  the  (M^ers 
relative  to  lifeboat  service. 

Section  forty-four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
as  amended  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  words  "  including  cer- 
tificated lifeboat  men,  separately  stated,''^ to  the  word  "crew"  wher- 
ever it  occurs. 

icamriHG  car  boats 

A  licensed  officer  or  able  seaman  shall  be  placed  in  charge  of  each 
boat  or  pontoon  raft;  he  shall  have  a  list  of  its  lifeboat  men,  and 
other  members  of  its  crew  which  shall  be  sufficient  for  her  safe  man- 
agement, and  shall  see  ih&t  the  men  placed  under  his  orders  are 
acquainted  with  their  several  duties  and  stations. 

A  man  capable  of  worldng  the  motor  j^iall  be  assigned  to  each 
motor  boat. 

The  duty  of  seeing  that  the  boats,  pontoon  rafts,  and  other  lifs- 

saving  appliances  are  at  all  times  ready  for  use  shul  be  assigned  to 
one  or  more  officers. 

MUSTER  BOLL  AND  UBIIiLS 

Special  duties  for  the  cfvent  of  an  emergency  shall  be  allotted  to 
each  member  of  the  crew. 

The  muster  list  shows  all  these  special  duties,  and  indicates,  in 
particular,  the  station  to  which  each  man  must  go,  and  the  duties 

that  he  has  to  perform. 

Before  the  vessel  sails  the  muster  list  shall  be  drawn  up  and  exhib- 
ited, and  the  proper  authority,  to  be  designated  bv  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce,  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  muster  list  has  been  prepared 
for  the  vessel.  It  shall  be  posted  in  sevacal  paito  of  the  vessel,  and 
in  particular  in  the  erewV  quarters. 
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MUSTEH  LIST 

The  muster  list  shall  assign  duties  to  the  dilferait  members  of  the 

Grew  in  connection  with — 

^a)  The  closing  of  the  water-ti^t  doors,  valves,  and  so  fortii. 

(b)  The  equipment  of  the  boats  and  rafts  generally. 

(c)  The  launching  of  the  boats  attached  to  davits. 

(d)  The  general  preparation  of  the  other  boats  and  the  pontoon 
rafts. 

(e)  The  muster  of  the  passengers, 
iff)  The  extinction  of  fire. 

The  muster  list  shall  assign  to  the  members  of  ih»  stewards'  depart- 
ment their  several  dotMs  in  mdstkm  to  the  passengers  at  a  timo  of 
emergency.  These  duties  shall  inelnde— 

(a^  Warning  the  passengers. 

(b)  Seeing  that  they  are  dressed  and  have  put  on  their  life  jackets 
in  a  proper  manner. 

(c)  Assembling  the  passengers. 

(d)  Keeping  order  m  the  passages  and  on  the  stairways,  and, 
generally,  controlling  the  movements  of  the  passengers. 

The  muster  list  shall  specify  definite  almrm  si^uls  for  calling  all 
the  crew  to  the  boat  and  fire  stations,  and  shidl  give  full  particmars 
of  tiiese  signals. 

MTJSHatS  AND  DBILI4I 

Musters  of  the  crews  at  their  boat  and  fire  stetions,  followed  by 
boat  and  fire  driUs,  respectively,  shall  be  held  at  least  onoe  a  week, 
either  in  port  or  at  sea.  An  entry  shall  be  made  in  the  official  log 
book  of  these  drills,  or  of  the  reason  why  they  could  not  be  held. 

Different  groups  of  boats  shall  be  used  in  turn  at  successive  boat 
drills.  The  drills  and  inspections  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  crew 
thoroughly  understand  and  are  practiced  in  the  duties  they  have  to 
perform,  and  that  all  the  boats  and  ixHitoon  rafts  on  the  ship  with 
the  gear  appertaining  to  th^  are  always  ready  for  immediate  use. 

un  JACKETS  Aim  uns  mroTB 

A  life  jacket  of  an  approved  type,  or  other  appliance  of  equal 
buoyancy  and  capable  of  being  fitted  on  the  body,  shall  be  carried 
for  every  person  on  board,  and,  in  addition,  a  sufficient  number  of 
life  jackets,  or  other  equivalent  appliances,  suitable  for  children. 

First.  A  life  jacket  shall  satisfy  the  following  oonditi(ms: 

^a)  It  shall  be  of  approved  material  and  construction. 

(b)  It  shall  be  capable  of  supporting  in  fresh  water  for  twenty- 
four  hours  fifteen  pounds  avoiraupois  of  iron. 

Life  jackets  the  buoyancy  of  which  depends  on  air  compartments 
are  prohibited. 

Second.  A  life  buoy  shall  satisfy  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  It  shall  be  of  solid  cork  or  any  other  equivalent  material. 

(b)  It  shall  be  capable  of  supporting  in  fresh  water  for  twenliy- 
four  hours  at  least  thirty-one  pounds  avoirdupois  of  ircm. 
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Life  buoys  filled  with  rushes,  cork  shavings,  or  granulated  cork,  or 
any  other  loose  granulated  material,  or  whose  buoyancy  depends 
upon  air  compartments  which  require  to  be  inflated,  are  prohibited. 

Third."  The  minimum  number  of  life  buoys  with  which  vessels  are 
to  be  provided  is  fixed  as  follows : 

Ve^els  under  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  minimum  number  of 
buoys,  two;  vessels  one' hundred  feet  and  less  than  f^o  hundred  feet 
in  length,  minimum  number  of  buoys,  four,  of  whidh  two  shaU  be 
luminous ;  vessels  two  hundred  feet  and  less  than  three  hundred  feet 
in  length,  minimum  number  of  buoys,  six,  of  which  two  shall  be 
luminous ;  vessels  three  hundred  feet  and  less  than  four  hundred  feet 
in  length,  minimiim  number  of  buoys,  twelve,  of  which  four  shall  be 
luminous;  vessels  four  hundred  feet  and  less  than  six  hundred  feet 
in  length,  tninimiiTn  number  of  buoys,  eighteen,  of  which  nine  shall  be 
luminous ;  vessels  six  hundred  feet  and  less  than  eight  himdred  feet 
in  length,  minimum  number  of  buoys,  twenty-four,  of  which  twelve 
shall  be  luminous;  vessels  eight  hundred  feet  and  over  in  length, 
minimum  number  of  buoys,  thirty,  of  which  fifteen  shall  be  luminous. 

Fourth.^  All  the  buoys  shall  be  fitted  with  beckets  securely  seized. 
Where  two  buoys  only  are  carried,  one  shall  be  fitted  with  a  life  line 
at  least  fifteen  fathoms  in  length,  and  where  more  than  two  buoys 
are  carried,  at  least  one  buoy  on  each  side  shall  be  fitted  with  a  life 
line  of  at  least  fifteen  fathoms  in  length.  The  lights  shall  be  eflBcient 
self-igniting  lights  which  can  not  be  extinguished  in  water  and  they 
shall  be  kept  near  the  buoys  to  which  they  belong,  with  t^e  necessary 
means  of  attachment. 

Fifth.  All  the  life  buoys  and  life  jackets  shall  be  so  placed  as  to 
be  readily  accessible  to  the  persons  on  board ;  their  position  shall  be 
plainly  indicated  so  as  to  be  known  to  the  persons  concerned. 

The  life  buoys  shall  always  be  capable  of  being  rapidly  cast  loose, 
and  shall  not  be  permanently  secured  in  any  way.  The  owner  of 
any  vessel  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  provide  and  equip  his  vessel 
with  such  lifeboat^  floats,  rafts,  life  preservers,  Une-carrying  pro- 
jectiles, and  the  means  of  propellmg  them^  drags,  pumps,  or  other 
appliances,  as  are  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or 
under  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors, 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  authorized  by  and  made 
pursuant  hereto,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $500,  nor  more  than 
$6,000,  and  every  master  of  a  vessel  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  section,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Supervising  Inspectors,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce, 
authorized  by  and  made  pursuant  hereto,  shall  upon  conviction  be 
fined  not  less  than  $50,  nor  more  than  $600.  Section  forty-four 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  owner,  agent,  or  master  of  every  barge  which, 
while  in  tow  through  the  open  sea,  has  sustained  or  caused  any  acci- 
dent, shall  be  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  provisions  of  sections 
ten,  eleven,  twelve,  and  thirteen  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty- 
four  of  the  Statutes  at  Large,  approved  June  twentieth^  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  and  the  reports  therein  prescribed  shall

That  this  Act  shall  take  effect,  as  to  all  vessels  of  the 
United  States,  eight  months  after  its  passage,  and  as  to  foreign  ves- 
sels twelve  months  after  its  passage,  except  that  such  parts  hereof  as 
are  in  conflict  with  articles  of  any  treaty  or  convention  with  any 
foreign  nation  ^all  take  effect  as  regards  the  vessels  of  such  foreign 
nation  on  the  expiration  of  the  period  fixed  in  the  notice  of  abroga- 
tion of  the  said  articles  as  provided  in  section  sixteen  of  this  act.

An  Act  Extending  the  provisions  for  the  regulation  of  steam  vessels  to  vessels 
owned  or  operated  by  the  United  States  Shipping  Board,  and  for  other 
purposes 

Be  it  efMcted  hy  the  Senate  and  Howe  of  Repreeen^aibwee  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  all  steam  ves- 
sels owned  or  operated  by  the  United  States  Shipping  Board,  or  any 
corporation  organized  or  controlled  by  it,  shall  be  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  title  52  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  for 
the  regulation  of  steam  vessels  and  acts  amendatory  thereof  or 
supplemental  thereto. 

Keceived  by  the  Presideiit,  October  14,  1919. 

{Note  by  the  Department  of  State. — The  foregohig  act  having  been 
presented  to  the  Inresident  of  the  United  States  for  his  approval^  and 
not  having  been  returned  by  him  to  the  House  of  Congress  in  which  it 
originated  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  has  become  a  law  without  his  approvaL)

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatvues  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemoled^    *    *  *. 

Sec.  26.  That  cargo  vessels  documented  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  may  carry  not  to  exceed  sixteen  persons  in  addition  to 
the  crew  between  any  ports  or  places  in  the  United  States  or  its 
Districts,  Territories,  or  possessions,  or  between  any  such  port  or 
place  and  any  foreign  port,  or  from  any  foreign  port  to  another 
loreign  port,  and  snch  vessels  shall  not  be  held  to  be  ^^pai^nger 
vessels"  or  vessels  carrying  passengers"  within  the  meaning  of 
the  inspection  laws  and  the  rules  and  regulations  thereunder :  Pro- 
vided^ That  nothing  herein  shall  be  taken  to  exempt  such  vessels 
from  the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  respecting  life-saving  equip- 
ment :  Provided  further^  That  when  any  such  vessel  carries  persons 
other  than  the  crew  as  herein  provided  for,  the  owner,  agent,  or 
master  of  the  vessel  ^all  first  notify  such  jpersons  of  the  presence 
Oil  board  of  any  dangerous  articles,  as  denned  by  law,  or  of  any 
other  conditicm  or  drcnmstance  which  would  constitute  a  risk  of 
safety  for  passenger  or  crew. 

The  privilege  bestowed  by  this  section  on  vessels  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  extended  insofar  as  the  foreign  trade  is  concerned 
to  the  cargo  vessels  of  any  nation  which  allows  the  like  privilege 
to  cargo  vessels  of  the  United  States  in  trades  not  restricted  to 
vessels  under  its  own  flag. 
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Failure  on  the  part  of  the  owner,  agent,  or  master  of  the  vessel 
to  give  such  notice  shall  subject  the  vessel  to  a  penalty  of  $500,  which 
may  be  mitigated  or  remitted  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  upon  a 
proper  representation  of  the  facafcs.

An  Act  To  protect  navlgatioQ  from  obstruction  and  injury  by  prerenting  tte 
dtsrftsiie  of  oU  Into  tite  eoMtal  nsTicable  vaten  of  tbe  United  States 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  this  Act  may 
be  cited  as  tiie  "^Oil  P^Uution  Act,  1924." 

Sbc.  2.  When  used  in  this  Act^  unless  the  context  otherwise  re- 
quires— 

(a)  The  term  "oil"  means  oil  of  any  kind  or  in  any  form,  in- 
cluding fuel  oil,  sludge,  and  oil  refuse; 

(b)  The  term  "person"  means  an  individual,  partnership,  cor- 
poration, or  asi^>ciation;  any  owner,  master,  officer,  or  employee  of 
a  vessel;  and  any  officer,  agent,  or  employee  of  the  United  States; 

(c)  The  term  ^coastal  navigable  watos  of  the  United  States" 
means  all  portions  of  tlie  sea  within  the  tenitoriid  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States,  and  all  inland  waters  navigable  in  fact  in  which 
the  tide  ebbs  and  flows ; 

(d)  The  term  "  Secretary  "  means  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  3.  That,  except  in  case  of  emergency  imperiling  life  or  prop- 
eily,  or  unavoidable  accident,  collision,  or  stranding,  and  except  as 
otherwise  permitted  by  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  as 
hereinafter  anthorizsed,  it  shall  be  tmlaw^  for  anv  person  to  dis- 
charge, or  suffer,  or  permit  the  cUscharge  of  oil  by  any  method, 
means,  or  manner  into  or  upon  the  coastal  navigable  waters  of  the 
United  States  from  any  vessel  using  oil  as  fuel  for  the  generation  of 
propulsion  power,  or  anv  vessel  carrying  or  having  oil  thereon  in 
excess  of  that  necessary  for  its  lubricating  requirements  and  such  at^ 
mav  be  required  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  thereunder.  The  Secretary  is  authorised 
and  mpowered  to  prescribe  regulations  permitting  the  discharge  ci 
oil  from  Ye&sels  in  such  quantities,  under  such  conditions,  and  at  such 
times  and  places  as  in  his  opinion  will  not  be  deleterious  to  health 
or  sea  food,  or  a  menace  to  navigation,  or  dangerous  to  persons  or 
property  engaged  in  commerce  on  such  waters,  and  for  the  loading, 
handling,  and  unloading  of  oil. 

Ssc.  £  That  anj  person  who  violates  section  3  of  this  Act,  or  any 
rcigulation  prescribed  in  pursuance  thereof  ,  is  guilty  of  a  misde* 
meaner,  and  upon  cimviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex* 
o^ing  $2,500  nor  less  tlum  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  not  e»seed- 
ing  one  year  nor  less  than  thirty  days,  or  oy  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment,  for  each  offense-  And  any  vessel  Mother  than  a  ves- 
sel owned  and  operated  by  the  United  States)  irom  which  oil  is 
discharged  in  violation  of  section  3  of  this  Act,  or  any  regulation 
prescribed  in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  be  liable  for  the  pecuniary 
penalty  specified  in  this  section,  and  clearance  of  such  vessel  from  a 
port  ox  (he  United  States  may  m  withheld  until  the  penallgr  is  paid. 
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and  said  penalty  shall  constitute  a  iien  on  such  vessel  which  may  be 
recovered  in  proceeding  by  a  libel  in  rem  in  the  district  court  of  the 
United  States  for  any  district  within  which  the  vessel  may  be. 

Sec.  5.  A  board  of  local  inspectors  of  vessels  may,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  section  4450  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  of  the  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  appeals  from  decisions  of  local  in- 
spectors of  vessels,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  June  10, 1918, 
suspend  or  revoke  a  license  issued  by  any  such  board  to  the  master 
or  other  licensed  officer  of  any  vessel  found  violating  the  provisions 
of  section  3  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  6.  That  no  penalty,  or  the  withholding  of  clearance,  or  the 
suspension  or  revocation  of  licenses,  provided  for  herein,  shall  be 
enforced  for  any  violation  of  this  Act  occurring  within  three  months 
after  its  passage. 

Ssc.  7.  That  in  the  administration  of  this  Act  the  Secretaiy  may 
ma^  use  of  the  organization,  equipment,  and  agencies,  including 
engineering,  clerical  and  other  personnel,  employea  under  his  direc- 
tion in  the  improvement  of  rivers  and  harbors,  and  in  the  en- 
forcement of  existing  laws  for  the  preservation  and  protection  of 
navigable  waters.  And  for  the  better  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  United  States  m  charge 
of  river  and  harbor  improvements,  and  the  assistant  engineers  and 
inspectors  employed  under  them  by  authority  of  the  Secretary,  and 
officeHB  of  the  Customs  and  Coast  Guard  Service  of  the  United 
States,  shall  have  power,  and  authority  and  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  swear  out  process  and  to  arrest  and  take  into  custody,  with  or 
without  process,  any  person  who  may  violate  any  of  said  provisions : 
Provided^  That  no  person  shall  be  arrested  without  process  for  a 
violation  not  committed  in  the  presence  of  some  one  of  the  aforesaid 
officials:  Avkd  provided  further.  That  whenever  any  arrest  is  made 
under  the  provisions  ox  this  Act  the  person  so  arrested  shall  be 
brought  forthwith  before  a  conunissioner,  judge,  or  court  of  the 
United  States  for  examination  of  the  offenses  alleged  against  him ; 
and  such  commissioner,  judge,  or  court  shall  proceed  in  respect 
thereto  as  authorized  by  law  in  cases  of  crimes  against  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  8.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  existing  laws  for 
the  preservation  and  protection  of  navigable  waters  and  shall  not 
be  construed  as  repealing,  modifying,  or  in.  any  manner  affecting 
the  provisions  of  those  laws. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  Secretary  is  authorized  imd  directed  to  make 
such  investigation  as  may  be  necessary  to  ascertain  what  polluting 
substances  are  being  deposited  into  the  navigable  waters  of  the 
United  States,  or  into  nonnavigable  waters  connecting  with  naviga- 
ble waters,  to  such  an  extent  as  to  endanger  or  interfere  with  naviga- 
tion or  commerce  upon  such  navigable  waters  or  the  fisheries  therein : 
and  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  sources  of  such  pollutions  and 
by  what  means  they  are  deposited ;  and  the  Secretary  shall  report 
the  results  of  his  investigation  to  the  Congress  not  later  than  two 
years  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  together  with  such  recommenda- 
tions  for  remedial  legislation  as  he  deems  advisable :  Provided^  That 
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funds  appropriated  for  examinations,  surveys,  and  contingencies  of 
rivers  and  harbors  may  be  applied  to  paying  the  cost  of  this  investi- 
g»ti<»i,  and,  to  adequately  provide  therefor,  the  additional  sum  of 
not  to  exceed  $50,000  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for 
examinations,  surveys,  and  contingcaicies  of  rivers  umI  harb<Mnk
